Uodof  at  act  of  the  legislaiura  of 
1878,  to  confirm  aad  establish  eertain 
p«blic  bighwiyi,  five  hundred  tod  fifty 
olaimi  for  damages  have  been  filed 
with  the  county  auditor  to  th#  amount 
ef  more  than  ^0.000. 
lloei  of  theee  roade  for  which  damagea 
are  claimed  have  been  trareled  and  work- 
ed by  the  public  for  the  paet  fifteen 
years  at  least,  and  thete  men  who  are 
■ow  claiming  damages  have  worked  on 
the  roads  and  aequiesed  in  the  public  uae 
and  for  the  first  few  years,  intended  to 
give  the  use  to  the  public,  for  the  bene- 
fit  thase  roadfl  eoofered  upon  them, 
and  by  their  continued  aequiosoenoe  in 
the  oae  ef  and  expenditure  of  public 
money  oa  theae  roads,  have  dedicated 
that  use  to  the  public  and  aie  not  en- 
titled either  in  law  or  equity  to  any  dam- 
age whatever,  neither  could  thoy  obUin 
any  In  a  court  of  law. 

These  roads  were  laid  out,  when  the  land 
wan  ofbut  little  value  and  they  confered 
moro  value  upon  the  land  than  they  dim- 
inished, which  foot  the  owners  well  knew, 
and  the  idea  of  now  asking  from  fifty 
to  six    hundred  dollars,    and    those 

claima  -verified  by  the  oath  of  the  appli- 
cants, is  simply  preposterous,  and  it  would 
OD»t  the  tax  payers  ef  this  county  more  to 
pay  them  than  all  the  taxca  thoy  pay  in 
one  year  for  state,  county  town  and  school 
pur])ose*. 

But  this  ie  a  grand  grab  at  the  county 
treasury,  because  the  leginlature  has  given 
them  au  opportunity.  BesideK  the  claims  i« 
will  coet  the  county  at  loa«t  SWOO,  to  in- 
vestigate them  which  will  give  the  county 
oommiasioners  a  good  paying  job  for  the 
next  8ix  months.

U  this  tariff  just  the    thing  ?     Would  it 
not  ba  better,  to  let  poverty  purchase  her 
crust  in  the  market  of  the  world  ?       Un- 
der the  present  system  of  things,  the  cor- 
porations of  Nlinncapolis,  New  EngUnd  and 
Pennsylvania  are  growing  rich,  while  tho 
growing  mass  who  do  all  the  labor  and  pro- 
duce all  tho  wctlth  are  growing  poorer.— 
To  illustrate,  a  roan  in  Detroiv  fits  a  suit 
of  clothes  of  his  tailor  at  homo    and  pays 
him  S55.     lie  steps  across    Detroit  river, 
into  Ctnada,  and  he  gets   a  suit   of  clothes 
eqvally  good  for  S25.       Tho  tariff  is  the 
difference  between  the  suits.     The  duty  on 
salt  Is  105  per  cent.,  on  Iron    from  30  to 
75  per  cent.

THE  JiEWS. 

Crimes. 

The  war  department  has  adrioes  of  another 
raid  of  the  Mexican  robbers  into  Texas. 

A  dangerous  liye  dollar  note  on  the  firet  na- 
tional tiank  of  Faxon.  III.,  is  in  circulation  in 
the  Nortwestem  States. 

John  Heard  was  arregttHl  at  Council  BlufE^, 
on  the  37th,  charged  with  the  murder  of  John 
Dowlan,  at  Avoca,  Wis. 

A  Mrs.  Bi<ihop  was  knocked  down  and  rob- 
bed ot  fl' 0,  on  a  street  in  New  York,  last 
week.  The  robber  was  captured  after  a  hard 
oha^e. 

A  policeman  in  Kansfls  City  was  attacked  by 
by  negroes,  last  week,  and  so  severely  beaten 
that  his  lite  is  despaired  of. 

Two  colored  children  have  been  found  dead, 
in  a  bayou  near  Memphis,  and  the  lather,  who 
is  a  colored  preacher,  and  a  brother  preacher, 
are  accused  of  their  murder. 

Two  colored  women,  a  mother  and  daughter, 
were  found  dead  in  bed,  in  Detroit,  their  bod- 
ies literally  chopped  to  pieces.  The  husband 
«nd  lather,  whoois  a  barber,  has  been  arrested 
on  charge  of  the  murfler. 

John  HesH-d,  who  was  lately  arrested  on. the 
charge  of  having  murdered  John  Dowlan,  at 
Avoca,  Iowa,  has  cotffessed  the  crime. 

Ex- Congressman  Bowen,  of  South  South 
Carolina,  has  t  een  arrested  for  instigating  the 
murder  of  Colonel  White,  committed  eleven 
years  ago. 

A  negro  who  murdered  a  policeman  in  Nash- 
ville, lately,  was  taken  fiom  the  jail  in  that 
city,  on  the  80th  ult.,  a  rope  was  put  around 
his  n«ck  and  he  was  thrown  from  the  bridge. 
The  rope  broke  an  i  he  fell  a  distance  of  nine- 
ty feet  into  the  river.  The  body  was  not  re- 
covered. 

John  Connor,  once  Jim  Fisk's  private  secre- 
tary, is  a  defaulter  to  the  extent  of  a  hundred 
thoo^nd, 

Caaualtieti. 

Two  trains  collided  on  the  Baltimoie  aud  Po- 
tomac railroad,  April  S6tb,  caused  by  the  care- 
lessness of  an  engineer.  Nine  persons  were 
severely  injured. 

Disastrous  fires  in  St.  Louis  and  Chicago 
last  week  took  1200,000  from  the  insurance 
companies. 

A  dispatch  from  Omaha  dated  April  26,  say.s 
the  water  in  the  Missouri  is  the  highest  known 
for  J  ears  The  railroad  depots  were  all  sur- 
rounded by  water. 

The  Sawtelle  theatrical  troupe,  which  gave 
exhibitions  in  many  towns  in  Iowa,  Wisconsin 
and  Minnesota,  last  jear,  were  all  drowned, 
while  crossing  Pnget  Sound  on  a  tug  boat,  last 
week.     The  boat  foundered  in  a  stwm. 

It  is  estimated  that  at  least  1100,000  worth  ol 
mules  and  horws  have  ^ een  killed  by  bnflklo 
gnats,  in  and  near  Memphis,  this  spring.  In 
consequence  ol  the  loss,  stock  has  advanced  to 
a  high  figure  in  that  market. 

A  fire  broke  out  in  Oshkosh,  Wis.,  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  28th,  an'i  destroyed  a  lartte  portion 
of  the  town  before  it  could  be  checked.  All 
the  banks,  printing  oflioes  and  hotels  were 
destroyed. 

The  loss  by  the  Oskosh  fire  is  estimated  at 
two  million.s.  .The  wind  was  blowing  a  gale 
before  which  the  fire  companies  were  power- 
less. Merchants  had  time  to  save  but  little  of 
their  stooks,  and  of  household  goods  scarcely 
anything  was  saved.  Three  men  are  known 
to  havf;  been  killed  by  falling  walls. 

Three  hundred  families,  many  of  them  poor, 
are  rendered  homeless*  by  the  Oshkosh  fire, 
and  appeals  for  aid.are  solicited. 

Detroit  had  a  $400,000  fire,  on  the  29th  nit., 
and  Cincinnati  followed  with  a  $40,000  blaze! 
Boston,  not  tcs  be  outdone  in  an  attempt,  got 
up  a  130,006  fire,  and  Oconoraowoc,  Wis.,  re 
duoed  f  20,000  worth  of  property  to  ashes.  In 
the  little  town  of  Garter,  Iowa,  even,  the  fire- 
fiend  was  on  the  rampage,  and  burned  two  el- 
evators and  contents,  valued  at  $20,000. 

Thirty.five  miners  were  killes  by  a  colliery- 
explosion  in  England,  on  the  20th  ult. 

The  mayor  of  Oskosh, estimates  the  loss  by 
the  Oshkoeh  fire  at  a  milliea  and  a  half. 

The  storm  of  the  39th  ult.  was  disastrous  to 
fishing  schooners  on  lake  Michigan.  A  half- 
dozen  wrecks  are  reported,  with  the  loss  of 
several  lives. 

Forty-one  bodies  have  been  taken  from  the 
Staffordshire  mine,  in  England,  killed  by  the 
explosion  of  the  30th  ult. 

A  fire  in  Montpelir.  Vt.,  on  the  1st  inst., 
des'royed  thirty  stores  and  dwellings.  The 
loss  is  estimated  at  $150,000. 

niitcellRiieous. 

April  2eth  was  confederate  decoration  day, 
and  was  generally  observed  as  such  through- 
out the  Seuth.  Federal  and  confederate  graves 
were  honored  alike. 

The  ceremony  of  imposing  the  beretta  on 
Cardinal  McCloskey  took  place  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed by  tlie  Pope. 

The  Postmaster  General  has  cancelled  the 
contracts  of  all  mail  carriers  who  are  known  to 
have  attempted  sub- letting  their  contracts. 

No  bodies  of  the  terrible  steamboat  disaster 
at  New  Orleans  have  be  recovered. 

The  ceremonies  of  conferring  the  berretta  on 
Cardinal  MoClosky  were  of  a  most  imposing 
character.  The  attendance  was  very  large  and 
the  papers  pronouRce  it  such  a  spectacle  as 
will  never  again  l»e  .'een  in  New  York. 

The  Philadelphia  militia  have  returned 
from  the  coal  region,  and  all  is  quiet  among  the 
miners. 

The  Well^rd  canal  has  been  opened  for  the 
season.  Many  improvements  have  l)een  matle 
during  the  winter,  to  facilitate  the  passage  of 
boats. 

There  is  a  difficulty  in  the  masonic  camps  in 
New  Albany,  Ind.,  caused  by  the  organization 
of  five  different  conclaves  of  the  'Red  Cross  of 
Cou.stentine."  The  whole  aflair  has  grown  out 
of  a  simple  misunderstanding. 

Interest  in  the  Beecher-Tilton  trial  is  appar- 
ently  on  the  wane.  The  crowd  which  at  first 
swarmed  the  coMrt  room  is  no  longer  seen,  and 
empty  benches  an-  now  to  be  had  at  any  time 
of  day. 

Trains  are  again  running  regularly  oa  the 
Union  Pacific  railroad,  after  fourteen  days  sus- 
mnsion. 

A  man  named  Lee  his  been  mi88ing  from  his 
home  in  Des  Moines  since  March  2tith.  It  is 
said  he  had  a  large  anjonnt  of  money  with  him 
and  foul  play  is  suspected. 

The  Secretary  ol  the  Treasury  has  given  or- 
ders prohi!)itinfir  clfrks  and  other  employees  of 
the  department  from  giving  information  relat- 
ive to  vaoaucies,  on  y>aiii  of  removal. 
.%.  A  specimen  of  fjuartz  tHkeii  from  the  Rlnck 
Hills  has  Wen  assayed  and  found  to  contain  six 
dollirs  lo  the  ton  in  silver,  and  a  trace  of 
gold. 

Over  one  hundred  Indian  prisoners  have  ar- 
rived at  Leavenworth,  Kansa.0,  and  among  them 
is  the  famous  Medi<-ine  Water,  who  command 
ed  the  band  that  mmdercd  the  Gennaiu  family 
and  took  the  four  girls  prisoners. 

A  whole  ship's  load  of  f^alt  was  lately  poison- 
ed, and  some  of  it  has  been  sent  west  for  sale 
by  mistake. 

In  the  Beecher  trial,  on  the  30th  ult.,  the  de- 
fense rested  their  case,  after  the  examination 
of  Beecher's  lawyer  Tracy.  Mr.  Beech,  one  of 
T  Iton's  lawyers,  then  stated  that  nnder  the 
statutes  Mrs.  Tilton  was  not  a  competent 
witness,  but  the  proeecntion  was,  nevertheless 
williBg  to  waive  all  oblectionB  to  the  other  side 


producing  her  in  the  court.  Judge  Neilson 
said  that  with  this  permission  her  testimony 
could  be  received  if  the  deiense  desired  it.  The 
defense  did  not  desire  it. 

Judges  Brooks  and  Dick,  in  their  charges  to 
a  North  Carolina  jury,  declared  the  criminal 
features  of  the  civil  rights  bill  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional, as  no  law  can  say  men  are  socially 
equal. 

Tfie  city  of  New  Orleans  has  defaulted  on 
the  iuterest  and  bonds  of  its  debt,  maturing  on 
the  Ist  inst. 

Miss  Ilia  Greeley,  eldest  daughter  of  Horace 
Greeley,  was  married,  oe  the  Ist  inst,,  to  Col 
onel  Nicholas  Smith,  of'Covington,  JJy. 

It  waa  stated  that  the  miners  at  Scranton  and 
Wilkesbarre  were  to  forward  a  hundsed  thou- 
sand dollars  to  the  striking  miners  at  Potts- 
ville,  on  the  6tli  inst. 

Five  hundred  mules  and  horses  were  killed 
by  bufialo  gnats  in  Fayette  Co.,  Tenn,  between 
Friday  night  and  Monday,  the  23d  and  26th 
ult. 

During  April  the  national  debt  was  reduced 
$2,322,34g. 

The  Treasury  Department  has  called  in 
16,000,000  of  5-20  bonds  of  the  series  of  1862. 

The  lately  appointed  Jwstmaster  of  Vicks- 
bnrgh  has  discharged  all  the  white  clerks  in 
his  office  aud  employed  colored  men.  Great 
indignation  is  expressed  there  at  his  action, 
and  efforts  will  not  be  spared  to  secure  his  re- 
movaL 


Political. 

It  is  said  that  Senator  Morton,  in  private  con- 
versation, avows  himcelf  a  candidate  for  the 
presidency.  He'  opposes  a  third  term  for  the 
present  executive,  but  knows  no  reason  why 
the  people  should  not  elect  the  right  kind  of 
a  man  three  times. 

Judge  Alfonso  Tafl,  of  Cincinnati,  ig  now 
said  to  be  the  most  promising  candidate  for  the 
Republican  nominee  for  Governor  of  Ohio. 

It  is  now  said  that  because  he  believes  the 
recent  furore  an  attempt  to  force  his  resigna- 
tion, Secretary  Delano  will  not  resign. 

A  dinner  was  given  to  Carl  Schuarz,  in  New 
York,  on  the  ev'?  of  his  departure  on  a  visit  to 
Europe,  /ibout  two  hundred  prominent  citi- 
zens of  the  city  were  present.  Senator  Boharz 
made  a  speech  In  which  he  defined  his  politi- 
cal standing. 

Personal. 

A  son  of  Commodore  Vanderbilt  has  mar- 
ried a  Miss  Alva  Smith,  of  New  York.  The 
bride  received  over  $1,000,000  worth  of  pres- 
ents. 

The  new  mayor  of  Boston  prososes  to  give 
the  new  license  law  a  fair  trial.  Three  com- 
missioners have  been  selected,  and  the  prohib- 
itory features  are  to  be  rigidly  enforced. 

The  funeral  of  Mayor  Barrett,  of  St.  Louis, 
was  the  most  imposing  ever  seen  in  that  city. 

Gov.  Kellogg  has  instructed  the  Attorney 
General  of  Louisiana  to  in.stitute  proceedings 
against  Auditor  Clinton,  for  malfeasance  in 
office. 

The  resignation  of  U.  S.  Attorney  General 
Williams  has  been  formally  accepted  by  the 
president,  and  Judge  Edward  Pierrepont  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  president  has  appointed  Major  Robert 
McFellye  commissary  general  of  subsistence. 

The  theatres  of  New  York  gave  the  family  of 
the  late  Dan  Bryant  a  benefit,  on  the  28th, 
which  netted  $25,000. 

George  Steams,  grand  high  priest  elect  of  the 
order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  Ohio,  Jied  on  the 
28th  ult. 

Rev.  Willis  B.  Harris  is  mentioned  for  the 
vacant  Bishopric  of  Iowa. 

From  Abroad. 

Tlie  resolution  introduced  in  the  British 
parliament  for  the  appointment  of  a  royal 
commission  to  investigate  the  charges  made 
against  chief  justice  Cockburn,  in  the  Tich- 
borne  case,  only  received  one  vote— that  of  Dr. 
Kenealy. 

The  T  chborne  madness  runs  so  high  among 
the  lower  classes  in  England  that  Lady  Rad- 
difle  has  been  oompelled  to  leave  her  residence 
in  Staffordshire,  iu  consequence  ot  the  brutal 
impudence  of  the  people. 

The  Chinese  government  is  about  to  send  a 
a  portion  of  the  royal  aavy  on  a  cruise  around 
the  world. 

Belgian  papers  support  the  latest  demands  of 
the  German  cabinet,  insisting  on  the  overthrow 
of  the  clerical  government.  This  means  the 
Prussianizing  of  Belgium. 

As  a  final  reparation  for  the  Qustav  outrage, 
the  Soanish  commandant  at  Guttara,  on  the 
arrival  of  the  German  fleet  at  that  point,  fired 
a  salute  of  twenty-one^guns. 

An  attempt  was  lately  made  to  mob  Don  Al- 
fonso, who  rebides  at  Grata,  Austria,  but  time- 
ly inteferauco  of  the  police  prevented  blood- 
shed. 

A  portion  of  the  Carlist  army  has  revolted 
They  demand  peaoe  and  a  submission  to  Al 
fonso. 

Both  French  and  English  fishermen  are  or- 
dered to  prevent  threatened  trouble  between 
the  fishermen  of  the  two  nations  this  summer. 

A  Bill  for  the  suppression  of  all  religious  or- 
ders has  been  introduced  in  the  Prussian  diet. 
An  exception  is  made  in  favor  of  certain  edu- 
cational institu  ons,  which  may  exist  for  a 
term  of  years.  This  is  a  blow  aimed  at  the 
Pope. 

§380,000  Worth  of  Properly  Burned. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  April  39.— At  3:40  this 
morning  a  large  fire,  originating,  in  tho 
factory  of  the  Weber  furniture  company 
on  High  and  Montcalm  streets,  consumed 
the  factory,  together  with  ten  or  twelve 
dwelling  houses  adjoining  on  Montcalm 
and  John  streets.  Tho  firemen  were 
promptly  on  the  spot,  but  the  furniture 
factory  being  filled  with  dry 
material,  burned  like  a  tinder 
bo.x.  The  building  wa.s  a  ftve-story 
brick,  250  feet  long  oy  125  wide,  and 
fronting  on  three  streets ;  situated  in  a 
thickly  settled  neighborhood,  mostly  of 
wooden  buildings.  The  whole  fire  de- 
partment were  called  into  action  and  by 
their  exertions  a  very  disastrous  fire  was 
.saved.  The  loss  on  the  factory  building. 
S200,000;  machinery,  stock  and  out 
buildings,  $100,000.  Estimated  loss  on 
dwellings  and  their  contents  S30,000  to 
S50,000.  The  amount  of  insurance  is  not 
known  at  this  writing.  The  loss  to  insur- 
ance companies  is  a  total  one. 

Carf^o  of  Salt  Poisoned. 

New  York,  April  30.  —The  discovery 
has  been  made  that  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  cargo  of  salt  of  the  ship  Niag- 
ara, recently  arrived  here,  became  im- 
pregnated with  arsenic  from  barrels  of 
the  arsenic  which  were  broken  during  a 
tempestuous  voyage  and  considerable 
quantities  of  the  salt  had  been  sold  bnt 
have  been  returned.  Some  of  ttiose  most 
interested  in  the  cargo  are  much  dissatis- 
fied with  Dr.  Uremus'  analysis  and  have 
submitted  many  samples  to  another 
chemist,  hopeful  that  at  least  seventy-five 
per  cent,  of  the  salt  may  bo  yet  be  pro- 
nounced saleable.  It  is  certain  that  very 
little  if  any  of  the  poisonous  stuff  has  ac- 
tually entered  into  consumption.  The 
presence  in  the  city  of  poisoned  salt  was 
made  known  through  a  warm  discussion 
in  the  custom  house,  between  oflScials  and 
the  interested  importers. 

DocTUR  and  Mrs.  Lewis,  and  Mrs.  Dr. 
Warner  of  Mankato.  were  all  seriously 
injured  by  being  thrown  from  a  carriage 
attached  to  a  runaway  team,  Saturday 
last.  Mrs.  Warner's  injuries  are  the 
most  serious,  from  the  effects  of  which 
she  is  confined  to  her  bed,  suffering  great 
p&iQ.

passage-ways  were  filled  with  persons 
seated  on  camp-stools,  and  the  officers  of 
the  church  occupied  aeats  immediately  in 
front  of  the  platform,  which  was  deco- 
rated with  stands  bearing  plants,  a  hand- 
some basket  of  delicate  flowers  being 
placed  on  a  table  at  the  side  of  the 
preacher's  desk. 

The  services  were  begun  with  an  organ 
voluntary,  during  the  performance  of 
which  the  Rev.  Prof.  David  Swing  and 
Rev.  Edward  Eggleston,  D.  D.,  took  their 
seats  on  the  platform.  The  choir,  which 
has  been  enlarged  and  placed  under  the 
leadership  of  Prof.  George  W.  Foster, 
with  Prof.  Frank  Stearns  as  organiist,then 
saug  the  anthem,  "Have  mercy  upon  me, 
O  Go^,  according  to  Thy  loving-kind- 
ness," as  solo,  duet  and  cho:u.s,  after 
which  Prof.  Swing  offered  prayer.  The 
223d  hymn,  "Lord  of  all  being,"  was 
ne.tt  sung  by  the  congregation,  and  was 
followed  by  the  reading  by  Prof.  Swing 
of  the  parable  of  tho  servants  intrusted  by 
their  lord  with  money  for  use  during  his 
absence,  and  their  account  of  it  upon  his 
return,  the  parable  being  taken  from  St. 
Luke  xix.  Prayer  was  offered  for  the 
Divine  blessing  on  the  services  of  the  oc- 
casion. 

The  Rov.  Edward  Eggleston  then  in- 
troduced the  Rev.  Prof.  Swing,  who  had 
come  over  1,000  miles  to  be  present  with 
them  and  to  preach  for  the  first  time  in 
an  Eastern  city.  After  the  singing  of  an 
anthem,  during  which  the  collection  was 
taken  up,  the  Rev.  David  Swing  preached 
a  sermon  from  a  tex  t  selected  from  the 
parable  which  he  had  previously  read. 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon,  a  short 
prayer  was  offered  by  tho  Rev.  Dr.  Eg- 
gleston, wlien  the  services  of  installing 
the  new  pastor  was  commenced  by  the 
singing  of  the  769th  hj'mn,  "Jesus,  Thy 
Name  I  Love,"  during  the  singing  of 
which  the  Rev.  Hyatt  Smith,  of  the  Lee 
Avenue  Baptist  Church,  were  invited  to  a 
seat  upon  the  platform  by  the  side  of 
Prof.  Swing.  George  W.  Hebard,  one  of 
the  trustee.^  of  the  church  and  secretary 
of  the  Sabbath  school,  then  made  the  an- 
nouncement that  in  February  last  the 
Rov.  Dr.  Eggleston  had  been  invited  to 
fill  the  pulpit  of  that  church  for  three 
months,  but  at  the  end  of  two  months 
the  congregation  had  increased  so 
largely  that  at  tho  meeting  on  Friday, 
April  2,  it  had  been  resolved  to  extend 
the  call  to  Dr.  Eggleston  to  act  as  pas- 
tor, the  name  of  the  church  to  bo  in  fu- 
ture known  as  the  Church  of 
Christian  Endeavor.  As  the  clerk  of  the 
church,  he  had  officially  informed  Dr. 
Eggleston,  on  April  12.  of  his  call,  and 
had  received  his  letter  of  acceptance, 
which  he  then  read.  After  the  reading 
Mr.  Hebard  called  on  Joseph  Wilde,  an- 
other of  the  trustees,  to  extend  to  the 
pastor,  on  behalf  of  the  church,  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship.  Mr.  Wilde  then 
ascended  tho  platform  and  made  the  fol- 
lowing address,  during  the  delivery  of 
which  the  whole  congregction  arose  and 
remained  standing : 

"Dr.  Eggleston:  This  people  have  ex- 
tended to  you  a  unanimous  call  to  tho 
pastorate  of  this  church,  which  call  hav- 
ing been  accepted  by  you,  it  is  my  pleas- 
ing duty  as  an  officer  of  the  church  and 
society  to  welcome  you  to  this  pulpif  and 
field  of  labor,  to  our  love,  our  confidence 
and  our  sympathy,  promising  you  our 
constant  kindness  and  earnest  co-opera- 
tion in  all  your  labors,  and  in  all  the  dear 
and  holy  ties  which  unite  us;  and,  aa  an 
expression  of  the  hope  that  as  the  year 
rolls  on  we  may  more  appreciate  the  great 
work  given  us  of  God  to  do,  I  extend,  in 
behalf  of  my  brethren  of  the  church  and 
society,  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  and 
may  the  love  of  Jesus  so  cement  and 
melt  our  hearts  with  holy  aims  and  holy 
power  that  our  united  "Christian  En- 
deavors" may  result  in  great  and  per- 
manent success." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Eggleston,  a.s  he  took 
Mr.  Wilde's  hand,  said  in  substance  that 
it  gave  him  great  pleasure  in  extending 
the  right  hand  of  fullowship  to  one  who 
had  been  so  faithful  to  tho  Church  in  the 
hour  of  its  necessity.  Ho  said  that  he 
scarcely  knew  what  e!.se  to  say  than  that 
he  joyfully  accepted  tho  call,  in  tho  be- 
lief that  a  church  could  exist  by  itself, 
and  that  Christians  could  labor  lor  Christ 
without  being  bound  by  a  creed.  It 
would  be  aichurch  that  would  ijot  be  an- 
tagonistic to  other  churches,  but  would 
meet  all  denominations  with  brotherly 
love  and  kindness;  and  on  this  basis  he 
felt  able  to  make  any  sacrifice  and  do  any 
labor  which  he  might  be  called  upon  to 
perforin.  The  services  then  concluded 
with  the  Doxology  and  the   Benediction. 

Rev.  Mr.  Eggleston,'as  a  clergyman  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  was, 
some  years  ago,  well  known  in  this  State, 
especially  at  Red  Wing,  St.  Peter,  Man- 
kato, Winona,  and  St.  PauL  He  was,  we 
believe,  onee  pastor  of  the  Jackson  Street 
Church  of  this  city  and  al.so  of  the  Mar 
ket  Street  Church,  now  First 
Methodist;  and  was  also  in 
1864,  for  a  time  librarian  for 
the  St.  Paul  Library  Association.  At 
Mankato  or  St.  Peter  he  once  undertook 
to  win  fame  and  fortune  in  the  manufac- 
ture and  »n,\e  of  a  superior  article  of  soap, 
but  failed.  On  account  of  ill  health,  as 
we  remember,  his  ministerial  labors  were 
several  times  interrupted. 

On  leaving  St.  Paul,  ho  engaged  in 
Sunday  School  work,  living  at  Evans- 
ton,  near  Chicago,  and  edited 
or  wrote  for  the  Little  Corporal,  besides 
being  western  correspondent  of  the  Inde- 
pendent  of  Brook'yn.  Then,  going  East 
and  locating  at  Brooklyn,  he  became  first 
associate  and  the  editor-in-chief  of  the  In- 
dependent. Afterwards  he  edited //ear/^t 
and  Home,  and  later  wrote  books  and 
lectured.  Some  of  his  books— the  "Mys- 
tery of  Metropolisville,"  the  scenes  of 
which  are  in  Minnesota,  and  the  "Hoosier 
Schoolmaster."  for  instances — have  gain- 
ed a  wide  reputation  and  had  a  large  sale. 

Although  he  calls  his  new  church  one 
without  a  creed,  it  in  reality  belongs  to 
that  liberal  form  of  Congregationalism  of 
which  Plymouth  and  other  "broad" 
churches  are  examples,  and,  while  the 
change  in  his  religious  position  may  not 
excite  surprise,  it  will  be  regarded  with 
interest  by  his  friends  and  acquaintances 
in  this  State. 

Beecber*a  Straaare  Slorr* 

If  we  believe  Moulton'  s  story,  all  Ih 
letters  and  documents  in  the  ca.so  and  all 
the  material  points  in  the  evidence  are 
consistent  and  harmonious  excepting  only 
Beecher's  own  statement.  But  if  we 
disbelieve  Moulton  and  believe  Beecher, 
then  the  whole  case  becomes  one  of  the 
most  extraordinary  on  record.  It  is 
mystery  piled  upon  mystery.  The  letters 
and  documens.s  become  inexplicable.  The 
conduct  of  Beecher,  if  innocent,  was 
strange ;  if  guilty,  by  no  means  strange. 
The  history  of  the  case  and  all  material 
points  in  the  evidence  sustain  Moulton, 
gaT«  and  except  Beecher's  testimony. 


High  streets,  destroying  the  depot  of  the 
St.  Paul  railway  and  proceeding  to  Maih 
street,  where  the  principal  business  houses 
were  located,  and  extending  on  the  north 
line  of  the  above  limits  southeasterly, 
across  Wanjoo  and  Otter  streets  to  Cape 
street,  the  south  line  being  the  river.with 
the  exception  of  a  block  or  two  near  the 
foot  of  Main  street. 

The  building  in  which  th«^  fire  origin- 
ated was  the  saw  mill  of  Morgan  & 
Brothers,  on  the  north  side  of  the  river. 
It  was  dry  as  tinder  and  filled  with  most 
combustible  material,  and  the  heat  was 
so  intense  that  the  firemen  were  unable 
to  approach  sufficiently  near  to  render 
any  service.  The  neighboring  lumber 
piles  fell  an  easy  prey 

to  the  flames,  and  millions  of  feet  of  sea- 
soned  lumber  were  immediately  envel- 
oped. A  dozen  other  saw  and  shingle 
mills  and  their  lumber  piles  yielded  to 
the  fury  of  the  flames.  A  brisk  wind 
fanned  the  flames,  which  were  whetted 
by  the  small  frame  houses  of  the  mill  em- 
ployees. But  few  of  the  families  saved 
any  of  their  goods. 

The  firemen,  tor  a  time,  fought  bravely  in 
the  fooe  of  terrible  odds,  to  stay  the  progress 
of  the  fire,  but  were  driven  back  step  by  step, 
and  one  after  another  the  business  buildings  on 
Main  street  were  licked  up  bv  the  ins  itiate  fire 
and  crumbled  into  trasses  of  shapeless  ruhis. 

From  Algoniato  Cape  street  were  located 
all  the  principal  dry  gc>ods  stores,  banks, 
hotels,  and  newppayer  offices.  All  of  them 
went  down    before    the    resistless    hurricane, 

Alerchants  hai  time  to  save  but  little,  for 
their  facilities  for  transportation  of  goods  to  a 
place  of  safety  were  limited.  A  few  succeeded 
in  carrying  a  few  loads  of  their  most  valuable 
wares  away  from  the  tra.k  of  the  fire,  but  by 
far  tfie  greater  number  lost  their  all. 

Tlie  Beckwitb  House  and  the  Adams  House, 
two  hotels  of  large  capacity,  finely  furnished, 
with  all  the  modern  improvements,  were  de- 
stroyed in  almost  a  twinkling,  aud  nothing 
worth  mentioning  was  saved.  The  loss  on  the 
former  will  be  about  $40,000;  on  the  latter 
130,000. 

Tlie  newspaper  and  telegraph  oflSoes  shared 
the  fa»e  of  the  surrouroing  Duildings.  The 
Northieestern  office,  owned  by  Allen  4  Hickj!, 
was  protiably  thtt  roost  valuable.  The  North- 
western is  a  daily  paper  and  fitted  up  with  all 
facilities  for  its  publication  and  the  execution 
of  job  printing,  of  which  nothing  was  saved.' 
TLe  loss  will  be  about  118.000.  The  Times,  a 
sprightly  weekly,  had  also  all  the  eonvenieu- 
cies  of  a  first-class  office,  and  its  loss  is  about 
1 10,000. 

Three  men  were  reported  killed  by  falling 
walls,  but  their  names  could  not  be  ascertain- 
ed in  the  confusion.  Rumors  of  a  further  loss 
of  life  were  also  prevalent  but  were  net  authen- 
ticated up  to  a  late  hour  lafit  night. 

Over  two  hundred  residences,  large  and 
small,  were  burned,  and  over  one  hundred 
stons,  hotels,  banks,  etc.,  also  the  -Opera 
Uoute,  a  valuable  structure,  costing  nearly  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  finest  in 
Wisconsin,  outside  of  Milwaukee.  All  the  e 
were  entirely  destroyod. 

The  loss  is  variously  estimated.  The  most 
moderate  estimate  is  t7fi0,000,  and  the  highest 
is  12,000,000. 

The  citv  is  in  the  utmost  confusion.  Hun- 
dred of  families  are  homeless.  Women  aud 
children  were  lying  atxmt  the  streets  or  roam- 
ing around  in  searcn  of  places  of  shelter.  The 
heavens  were  lit  with  the  lurid  glare  of  the 
fire,  wtiich,  up  to  a  late  hour  lust  night,  was 
burning  fiercely- 

Gangs  of  desperadoes  were  prowling  about, 
seeking  plunder.  They  succeeded  in  inspir- 
ing the  greatest  terror  and  the  citizens  organ - 
izpd  for  mutual  protection.  The 
police  were  powerless  to  suppress 
them  or  to  quiet  the  fears  of  outrage. 

The  flames  began  to  yield  to  the  persistent 
eflorts  of  firemen  and  citizens  at  9  o'clock. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  insurance  compa- 
nies will  withdraw  tlieir  patronage  from  tlie 
city— they  having  threatened  this  step  last 
summer. 

Arrangements  will  be  nutde  to  reorganir*  the 
newspaper  offices  in  the  unburnt  districts. 
Telegraphic  communication  was  severed  at  an 
early  hour  of  the  fire,  and  though  repeated  at- 
tempts were  made  to  renew  it  the  only  opera- 
tor who  succeeded  in  keeping  his  circuit  open 
was  the  Northwestern  railroad  man. 


The  Exienalve  Farm  of  IQeKsre.  Tur- 
rell  *  f^ivlit. 

St.  Paul  is  the  home  of  several  horny- 
handed  sons  of  toil  of  the  granger  per- 
suasion, notably  among  whom  is  Oliver 
Dalrymple,  the  great  wheat  farmer.  Of 
this  gentleman's  operations  we  do  not 
propose  to  say  anything  at  this  time. 
Among  our  enterprising  citizens  are  O. 
B.  Turrell,  Esq.,  and  R.  P.  Lewis, 
E.sq.,  who,  together,  own  a  tract 
of  land  in  one  body  of  16,000 
acres,  lying  south  and  southeast  of  the 
village  of  Redwood  Falls,  the  nearest 
approach  to  the  village  being  about  two 
and  a  half  miles  distant.  These  lands  in 
quality  of  sjil,  diversification  of  plow, 
pasture  aud  meadow  lands,  and  all  the 
conditions  of  successful  agriculture,  arc, 
it  is  claimed,  unsurpassed  in  the  Minneso- 
ta valley,  the  confessed  garden  of  the 
State. 

Messrs.  Turrell  k  Lewis  are  farming  on 
the  tenant  system.  They  now  have  1,200 
acres  under  cultivation,  on  which  stand 
comfortable  and  substantial  tenement 
houses.  These  houses  are  all  occupied  by 
tenants,  and  between  them  they  now  have 
twenty-five  teams  at  work  putting  in 
their  crops,  and,  with  an  ordinarily  good 
sea.son,  will  harvest  not  less  than  25,000 
bu.shels  of  grain. 

So  much  for  what  Messrs.  Turrell  & 
Lewis  have  already  done.  What  they 
propose  to  do,  as  we  learn  from  the"  Red- 
wood Gazette,  is  to  very  materially  en- 
large their  present  operations.  Their 
proposed  plan  is  to  break  3,000  acres  ad- 
ditional, say  1,000  this  year  and  2,000 
next,  and  build  some  forty  houses.  The 
design  is  to  break  about  80  acres  on  each 
qaarter  section  on  which  they  build  a 
house,  adding  stabli'g,  granary  and  such 
other  essential  conveniences  as  will  make 
each  quarter  a  complete  and  desirable 
farm.  The  project  involves  an  expendi- 
ture of  about  S40,000,  but  will  unques- 
tionably add  much  more  than  that 
amount  to  the  value  of  the  lands. 

Mr.  Dalrymple  will  have  to  look  to  his 
laurels,  or  Messrs.  Turrell  Jb  Lewis  will 
soon  take  his  place  as  the  largest  farmer 
in  Minnesota. 


Two  Off irent  Killed  for  Aticmptlnir  to 
Levy  Upon  Property 

Constable  Michael  Casey  went  from 
Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  Thursday  morning  the 
29th,  to  Plymouth  township  in  the  same 
county  to  levy  upon  the  goods  of  James 
Connell.  Being  resisted  ho  returned  for 
assistance  and  police  officer  Reibcennier 
went  with  him.  W  hen  the  two  appeared 
at  the  house,  they  found  the  whole  Con- 
nell connection,  comprising  ten  or  a  dozen 
men,  assembled  in  the  house  and  the 
doors  and  windows  barricaded.  At  once 
the  officers  were  fired  upon,  Reibcennier 
receiving  three  balls  which  fatally 
wounded  him,  and  Ca.sey  being  critically 
wounded  by  fourteen  buckshot.  The 
news  of  the  affair  caused  intense  excite- 
ment in  Wilkesbarre,  and  Sheriff  Kirken- 
dale  at  once  collected  a  posse  of  one  hun- 
dred men,  armed  with  carbines  and  mus- 
kets, pioceeded  to  the  scene  and  sur- 
rounded the  house.  Then  Deputy  Sheriff 
Rhoods  and  Chief  of  Police  Kclley  ap- 
proached the  house  and  demanded  the 
surrender  of  the  Connells.  They  refused, 
and  the  old  man  threatened  to  shoot  aoj 


.-._  approached  with  hostile  in- 
*®.°''-rhrce  men  were  then  placed  at  the 
to  cover  Connell,  when  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  break  in  the  front 
door,  which  was  heavily  barricaded.  Sev- 
eral volleys  were  fired  from  the  inside 
while  this  was  taking  place,  but  no  one 
was  hit.  Everything  being  in  readinesfi, 
the  door  was  battered  down  and  a  portion 
of  the  posse  rushed  in  and  overpowered 
Connell  before  any  one  had  time  to  fire 
except  the  father,  and  his  shot  did  not 
take  effect.  All  fought  desperately,  but 
without  avail.  All  were  handcuffed  and 
brought  to  Wilkesbarre.  When  the  pro- 
cession entered  the  city  the  whole  popu- 
lation were  in  the  streets,  and  the  excite- 
ment was  intense.  Lawrence  and  Ed- 
ward, who  fired  the  shots  from  the  win- 
dow which  struck  officer  Reibcennier, 
were  held  for  that  cause,  and  the  others, 
iu  default  of  bail,  were  also  sent  to 
prison. 


A  Platinum  Mine  in  the  Black  HIIU 

The  annexed  item  and  correspondence 
is  clipped  from  a  four  column  article,  il- 
ustrated  by  a  detailed  and  valuable  map 
in  the  New  York  Herald  of  Friday,  the 
23d  inst.,  and  will  be  read  with  interest 
in  this  locality.  Of  the  actual 
existence  of  tho  great  mine  of  platinum 
there  can,  we  think,  be  little  doubt ;  for 
we  are  informed  on  the  most  unquestion- 
ed authority  that  there  is  in  this  city  to- 
day a  gentleman  who  has,  in  the  years 
past,  gained  an  honorable  distinction  as  a 
pioneer  in  the  Northwest,  and  who,  thir- 
teen years  ago  this  season,  was  within 
the  region  named  and,  in  company  with  a 
comrade  (now  dead),  while  hunting"  for 
gamesome  little  distance  off  from  the 
line  of  march  made  the  undoubted  dis- 
covery of  a  vast  mine  of  platinum.  The 
determined  hostility  of  the  Indians  net 
only  prevent«;d  occupancy  or  extended  re- 
search at  the  time,  but  has  ever  since 
rendered  the  return  of  white  men  or  the 
jevelopment  of  said  mine  too  perilous  to 
be  encountered  withont  a  strong  military 
escort  and  guard. 

But  this  grand  object  of  interest  has 
not  been  forgotten  or  lost  sight  of  by  our 
fellow -citizen,  nor  will  he  fail  to  avail 
himself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  pre- 
sented which  will  enable  him  lo  return  to 
his  discovery  and  "occupy  the  land."

My  Dear  Sib  :  1  read  with  great  pleasure 
your  remaiks  on  our  old  friend  Father  De 
Smet.  Over  twenty  years  ago  my  home  was  on 
the  prairies  I  passed  several  years  between 
the  Missouri  River  and  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
and  it  was  while  leading  that  life  I  became  ac- 
quainted with  Father  De  Smet-  I  only  refer 
to  tliis  connection  with  the  precious  metals  in 
the  Black  Hills.  One  day.  m  1851.  at  t^e  din- 
ner table  of  our  friend.  Colonel  Robert  C'amp- 
bell,  of  St.  Lonis,  the  conversation  turned  on 
our  wanderings  in  themountains,  when  Father 
De  Smet  related 

the  ^OLLoWixo  UrCIDEKT, 
which  occurred  in  the  Black  Hills,  beyond  the 
Cheyenne :  One  day  wliile  among  tlie  In- 
dians a  chief  came  to  him  and  showed  him 
•some  piec-es  of  metal  which  he  had  in  his  bullet 
pouch.  As  Boon  as  the  Father  saw  jt  he  recog- 
nized it  as  flatinnm.  In  company  with  the 
Chief  he  visited  the  place  and  discovered  a 
large  mine  of  this  metal.  He  said  it  was  of 
great  extent  and  of  untold  value.  He  made 
the  Indian  promise  never  to  divulge  the  se- 
cret, for  if  he  did  the  white  people  would 
clear  the  Indians  out  of  the  country.  He  also 
promised  to  keep  the  secret.  He  told  us.  that 
lie  had  carefully  described  the  location  of  this 
mine,  and  that  when  he  died  the  sedret  i^ould 
be  with  his  church. 

Father  De  Smet  could  not  have  been  de- 
ceived, and  I  firmly  lielieve  that  there  is  a 
valuable  platinum  mine  between  the  Yellow- 
stone and  the  Cheyenne.  As  this  metal  is 
worth  tl  15  per  p.und  avoirdunois,  and  silver 
only  tl8,  yon  can  well  understand  tbe  fortune 
that  awaits  some  lucky  ipau.  Yours  truly,

Assay  off  Surface  <)nartZt  Silrer  Bear> 
ingr^  from  the  Black  Hills. 

A  Bismarck  letter  of  the  30th  ult.  says 
"Lieut.  Carpenter  who  accompanied  the 
Boundary  Survey  as  entomologist,  in  be- 
half of  the ''Smithsonian  •  Institute,  and 
who  has  much  practical  knowledge  of 
raining  as  well  as  being  a  mineralogist  of 
some  reputation,  when  on  his  return  last 
fall,  took  specimens  of  quartz  brought  in 
from  the  Black  flills  for  the  purpose  of 
having  them  assayed.  At  the  time  he 
pronounced  them  a  prospect  which  would 
justify  the  expenditure  of  much  money 
to  determine  their  value,  even  though 
but  a  trace  of  precious  metal  should  be 
found  in  that  taken  from  the  surface 
He  has  sent  the  editor  of  the  Bismarck 
Tribune  the  result  of  the  a.ssay  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  specimen  of  quartz  which  you 
procured  for  me  while  in  Bismarck  last 
October,  from  U.  N.  Ross,  which  came 
from  the  Chieftain  lode  in  the  Black  Hills 
I  have  had  assayed  by  one  of  the  best  as- 
.sayers  in  the  United  States.  It  went  six 
dollars  per  ton  in  silver  and  showed  a 
trace  of  gold.  Of  course  this  cannot  be 
regarded  as  a  test  of  the  ledge,  as  it  came 
from  the  surface,  but  it  is  regarded  as 
remarkably  fine  looking  quartz  by  all 
judges  who  have  seen  it,  and  the  assay  is 
really  very  promising.

This  should  settle  the  question  whether 
the  rocks  in  the  Black  Hills  contain  the 
precious  metal.  There  can  be  no  doubt  as 
to  placer  mining. 

.A  Brief  But  Beadir    Stru^grle    In   the 
Capital  of  a  Bolivian  Department. 

On  the  18th  of  March  last  President 
Frcas  left  Lapaz,  taking  with  him  half  a 
battalion  of  the  line.  The  rebel  citizens 
of  Lapaz,  when  they  thought  the  Presi- 
dent far  enough  away,  broke  out  in  a  rev- 
olution. The  council  of  ministers  and  a 
small  force  of  young  men  of  good  families 
shut  themselves  up  in  the  Governor's 
palace,  determined  to  resist  any  attack  by 
the  people,  A  terrible  and  unyielding 
struggle  took  place.  The  people  on  their 
part  attempted  to  set  fire  te  the  palace. 
Women  even  took  on  communist-like  fe- 
rocity, and  threw  burning-  sheets  dipped 
in  kerosene  on  the  roofs.  While  this  was 
going  on  a  messenger  set  off  for  Vichia 
and  informed  the  commander  of  the  bat- 
talion of  what  was  .taking  place  at  La- 
paz. Senor  Juan  Qranier,  the  chief  in 
question,  atonce  put  his  force  in  moMon 
and  pressed  his  men  over  six  leagues  at 
quick  march,  and  arrived  at  Lapaz  just  as 
the  young  men  who  defended  the  govern- 
ment house  were  about  to  surrender.  He 
at  once  made  a  charge  against  the  rebe 
crowd  and  defeated  it  with  a  loss  of  fifty- 
eight  killed  and  a  great  number  wounded.

Cbarcoal  and  Salt  for  Pips. 

A  farmer  writes:  "In  managing  hogs, 
I  use  as  a  preventive  of  hog  cholera  coai 
siftings  from  the  coal  pits.  I  first  throw 
down  three  or  four  scoop  shovelfulls  of 
coal  siftings,  then  throw  a  small  handful 
of  salt,  giving  this  amount  to  six  hogs- 
that  is,  in  this  proportion  to  the  entire 
drove.  My  hogs  have  never  been  troubled 
with  the  cholera.  I  prefer  the  Berkshire 
to  any  other  breed,  but  I  am  also  quite 
partial  to  a  cross  of  the  Berkshire  with 
the  Magie  breed."— MicAig-aTi  Farmer. 

An  nntaealtbjr  Trade. 

A  physician  of  ShefSeH,  England, 
makes  the  statement  that  the  forkgrind- 
ers'  employment  is  probably  more  fatal 
than  any  other  pursued  in  Englawl. 
There  are  generally  from  eight  to  ten 
individuals  at  work  in  each  room  where 
the  industry  is  carried  on.  The  grinding 
is  always  performed  on  a  dry  stone,  and 
the  dust,  composed  of  fine  particles  of 
stone  and  metal,  rises  in  clouds,  and  per- 
vades the  atmosphere  to  which  the  opera- 
tives are  confined.  The  dust,  which  is 
inhaled  with  every  breath,  gradually  in- 
duces diseases  of  the  lungs,  and  under- 
mines the  vigor  of  the  constitution.  Dif- 
ficulty of  breathing,  coughing,  and  a 
wasting  of  the  |frarae  are  often  experi- 
enced by  the  workmen  at  the  early  age 
of  25*  The  agerage  longevity  of  mem- 
bers of  the  trade  does  not  exceed  30 
years. 

Ashes  for  Orchards. 

The  Scientifie  American  says  :  "The 
point  to  which  we  now  call  attention  is, 
that  our  farmers  and  fruit-growers  have 
ignored,  or  rather  have  been  ignorant  of, 
the  importance  of  wood  ashes  as  a  vege- 
table stimulant  and  as  the  leading  con- 
stituent of  giants.  Even  coal  ashes,  now 
thrown  away  as  usele.ss,  have  been  shown 
both  by  experiment  and  analyst's  to  pos- 
sess a  fair  share  of  alkaline  value.  We 
will  relate  only  one  experiment :  Some 
twenty-five  years  ago  we  treated  an  old, 
hollow  pippin  apple  tree  as  follows :  The 
hollew,  to  the  heitrth  of  eight  feet,  was 
filled  and  rammed  with  a  compost  of 
wood  ashes,  garden  mold  and  a  little 
waste  lime  (carbonate.)  The  filling  was 
securely  fastened  in  by  boards.  The 
next  year  the  crop  of  sound  fruit  was 
sixteen  bushels  from  an  old  shell  of  a 
tree  that  had  borne  nothing  of  any  ac- 
count for  some  time,  and  .  for  seventeen 
years  after  filling  the  old  pippin  tree  con* 
tinned  to  flourish  and  bear  well." 


When  the  cellar  is  cleaned,  everything 
movable — and  the  cellar  should  not  con- 
tain any  fixtures  that  may  not  be  taken 
down— should  be  carried  out  of  doors, 
thoroughly  washed  and  scrubbed,  and  be- 
come well  aired  and  entirely  dry,  before 
being  taken  back.  If  everything  have  a 
coat  of  zinc  or  chemical  paint,  so  much 
the  better.  There  's  nothing  pays  better 
than  thorough  cleanliness  evcrywhere.but 
the  rule  will  especially  apply  to  the  cellar.

The  l«'ild  Goose. 

The  wild  goose,  when  his  wings  are  free, 
is  one  of  the  most  cautious  of  birds.  lie 
has  sharp  eyes  in  his  head,  and  t:>  get 
near  him  with  a  gun  man  has  to  resort 
to  strategy.  He  can  come  as  near  seeing 
through  a  millstone  as  anything  that  flies. 
And  yet  the  wild  goose  loses  bis  timid 
character  under  the  gentle  process  of  do- 
mestication. Sever  the  first  joint  of  one 
of  the  wings  and  you  incapacitate  him  for 
flying.  Keep  him  in  a  pen  awhile  and  he 
will  learn  to  feed  out  of  your  hand,  com- 
ing even  at  your  call.  In  a  month  (t  so 
set  him  at  liberty,  and  he  will  make  his 
home  in  the  barnyard  with  other  fowls. 
In  taming  the  wild  goose  man  asserts  his 
dominion  over  all  the  birds  of  the  air. 
However,  it  often  puzzles  him  greatly  to 
find  out  the  best  method  of  rubbing  a  lit- 
tle salt  on  some  of  their  tails.  -  Turf, 
Field  and  Farm. 


'Waierlng^  Flovrers  in  Pots. 

Many  who  have  the  care  of  window 
plants  seem  to  think  that  the  operation 
of  watering  is  ope  ef  tho  simplest  items 
incident  to  their  care,  and  will  hardly 
thank  us  for  advice  on  this  point,  and  yet 
we  may  safely  hazard,  the  assertion  that 
more  plants  are  injured  and  mure  fail  to 
reach  their  greatest  perfection  from  an 
improper  mode  of  watering  than  from  all 
other  cases  combined- 

To  water  'the  various  varieties  that 
their  diflerent  wants  shall  all  be  supplied 
and  no  more,  is  an  art  acquired  by  but 
few,  and  the  credit  which  some  receive 
for  fine  collections  is  often  due  to  the 
proper  observation  of  this  one  item. 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  duty 
of  the  water  is  to  dissolvs  and  convey  to 
the  roots  of  the  plants  the  food  which 
they  need ;  some  plants  must  have  a  sea- 
son of  comparative  rest,  and  if  such  are 
watered  liberally  during  this  time  they 
will  keep  on  growing,  and  the  necessary 
rest  is  not  obtained.  When  any  of  my 
lady  friends  tell  me  that  they  succeed 
very  well  with  certain  classes  of  plants, 
such  as  the  fuchsia,  calla,  lobelias,  and 
ivies,  and  fail  with  others.  I  at  once  set 
them  down  as  being  profuse  waterers, 
who  by  too  much  water  injure  or  destroy 
such  plants  as  will  not  bear  it.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  are  those  who  fail  with 
this  cla.ss  of  plants  and  succeed  well  with 
ohters.  because  their  mode  of  watering 
does  not  supply  enough  for  the  wants  of 
one  class,  but  is  about  the  properamount 
for  anot'.ier. 

Many  plan<«s  are  permanently. injured 
by  water  remaining  in  the  saucer  ;  others 
often  suffer  from  a  bad  selection  of  soil. 

Some  of  our  amateur  florist-s  fail  with  a 
certain  class  of  plants,  of  which  the  bego- 
nia may  be  taken  as  a  type,  because  they 
shower  the  leaves  with  cold  water,  but 
for  this  very  reason  are  eminently  suc- 
cessful with  another  class,  of  which  the 
camellia  will  serve  as  a  type. 

As  a  general  rule,  from  which  there  are 
few  exceptions,  the  texture  Of  ^  the  leaf 
may  be  taken  as  an  index  of  their  power 
to  resist  the  application  of  water.  Plants 
having  porous,  open  or  fleshy  leaves  cov- 
ered with  soft  down  should  be  seldom,  if 
ever,  moistened,  while  those  having  glossy 
or  hard  leaves  will  do  all  the  better  if 
washed  frequently. 

Our  ivies,  hoyas,  and  coboeas  seem  to 
laugh  at  us  after  a  good  dashing,  but  the 
begonias,  coleus,  and  plants  of  the  same 
class,  do  not  appear  to  appreciate  it. 

Cicaninif  the  Cellar. 

The  spring  brings  its  annual  cleaning, 
at  least  to  the  house,  but  not  always  to 
the  cellar;  and  yet  the  cellar  is  the  most 
important  room  in  the  house,  so  far  as 
cleaning  is  concerned.  There  can  be  no 
health  in  the  household  when  the  cellar 
is  left  with  a  mass  of  decaying  vegetables, 
the  remains  of  the  winter  store.  Many 
very  careful  people  remove  even  the  po- 
tatoes from  the  oelli»T  as  soon  as  danger 
of  freezing  is  over;  and,  if  there  be  a  good 
barn  cellar,  or  other  place  where  they 
may  be  kept  cool  and  dry,  and  from  con- 
tact with  the  air,  it  is  a  good  plan.  If 
not,  sort  them  carefully  over,  and  raise 
them  up  from  contact  with  the  ground. 

All  other  vegetables  should  be  taken 
out,  and  the  cellar  as  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  whitewashed  as  any  other  part  of  the 
house.  If  this  be  done  and  proper  ventil- 
ation is  secured,  there  is  no  better  place 
to  keep  milk  for  butter  mal^ng,  unless 
one  have  a  dairy  house  made  sj.ecially  for 
the  purpose. 

One  of  the  most  pernicious  practices 
we  know  is  to  have  a  lot  of  loose  boardjj 
about  the  cellar,  winter  and  summer,  con- 
tracting   mold    and     fungoot   growths.

A  BchooDcr  w:is  wrecked  on  lake  Michigan, 
on  the  3d  inst.,  and  lour  j)ersoii8  drowned. 

The  steamer  St.  Luke,  with  a  hundred  pa.ssen- 
gers  aboard,  struck  a  pier  of  the  St  Charles 
bridge  over  the  Missouri  river,  on  the  night  of 
the  2d,  and,  alter  floating  about  twe  utiles  down 
the  river,  sunk  in  fifteen  or  twenty  leet  of  wa- 
ter. The  passengers  rushed  to  the  hurricane 
deck  iu  their  night  clothes,  and  there  remain- 
ed until  morning,  when  a  jxissing  boat  took 
them  off.  A  woman  and  two  children,  and  six 
deck  passengers  were  drowned.

George  li.  Ciranpcr,  a  brakcman  on  the 
Boston  &  Lowell  Kailroad,  has  earned  a 
fame  which  will  live  for  gcncratiouH.  He 
was  on  the  inward  Montreal  express, 
April  27tli,  and  when  between  W^ilniiiig- 
ton  and  Woburn  the  coupling  gave  way 
Ijetween  two  of  the  cars  on  the  forward 
part  of  the  train,  and  the  engine  and  two 
or  three  of  the  cars  which  were  held 
to  it  being  thus  relieved  of  the 
weight  of  the  half  dozen  cars  bidiind  ini- 
mediately  ran  away  fr«>ni  them.  When 
the  detachment  took  place  the  train  was 
running  at  the  rate  of  .15  miles  per  lionr. 
At  this  moment  Granger  was  sitting  at 
tlie  window  cf  the  last  car  in  the  first 
part  of  the  train,  and  .seeing  the  bell-rope 
quickly  tlraw,  observed  the  break  in  a 
secofid  and  immediately  jumped  to  action. 
lie  knew  tnat  if  the  bell-rope  .sounded  the 
engineer's  bell,  tlie  engineer 

would    stop    the      train    and    then    the 
rear       part        thereof        would       crash 
against    the  front,  so    he  rapiilly  pulled 
the  rope  toward  liim  from    the  rear,   and 
speedily    detached     it.       Ho     then     ran 
Ihroujih  the    train,   clamlicred   over   llie 
engine's  tender,   in  order    to    cause  the 
engineer  to  accelerate  his  Kpecd   so  a.s    to 
keep  out  of  the   way    of  the  rear   part. 
Kcaliziiig,  moreover,  that    the   first   im- 
pulse    of     the     engineer,     who      stood 
with  one  hand   on   the   lever,    would   be 
to    stop    the    train,   ho    stepped   up    to 
him  with  forced  calmness,  put  one  hand 
on  his  shoulder  and  the  other  on  the  hand 
that  held  the  lever  and  said,  "Don't  stop." 
Having  [tut  the  engineer  on  his  guard   he 
pointed    out    the   danger.       Pa.s.scnger8, 
who  were  anxiously  watching,  say  the  en- 
gineer, when  the  danger  became  apparent 
to  him,    turned  pale  but    remained   cool 
and  at  once  put  on  all    possible    Kficcd  to 
keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  detached  part 
of  the  train,  which  was  thundering  along 
behind.     This    done,  the    engineer   blew 
his  signal  to  put  on    brakes,    hoping   the 
brakcman      or      some      one      olso      on 
the      rear     of    the     train    would     hear 
and  act  upon  the  signal ;  but  no  one   did, 
and   the  race  was  thus  kept   up  for  a 
couple  of  miles,  with   imminent  risk  of  a 
collision,  and  no  one  in  the   rear   part   of 
the  train   conscious   of    danger.      Fortu- 
nately, the  up-train    for    Lawrence   came 
along  at  this  critical  juncture,    and   the 
engineer  sounded  his  whistle,  and  by  tkis 
means  aroused  the  brakcman  on   the   de- 
tached portion  of    the  train,   who   soon 
averted  further  danger  by    applying   his 
brakes.     But  for  the  coolness  and  prompt 
action  of    Granger    a    terrible    accident 
was  inevitable. 


Tke  RelVB  of  Terror  la  the  Peaa«yl- 
vanlaCoal   Boflon*. 

Since  the  above  transaction,  forays 
have  been  made  upon  the  property  of  the 
residents  in  the  vicinity  of  Echloy,  Buck 
Mountain,  and  White  Haven,  the  depra- 
dator.s,  however,  always  eluding  the  vig- 
ilance of  the  authorities  and  citizens 
watching  for  them.  In  the  section  of 
country  where  the  malefactors  have  trav- 
eled, several  murdered  unknown  men 
have  been  found.  One  of  these  unfortu- 
nates was  placed  upon  the  track  of  the 
Lehigh  ami  Susquehanna  division  of  the 
Central  railroad  of  New  Jersey,  after  his 
brutal  assassination,  so  as  to  remove  any 
appearance  of  maltreatment.  The  body, 
however,  was  discovered  before  a  train 
had  mutilated  it,  and  buried  near  Penn 
Haven  junction. 

The  more  desperate  strikers  are  seem- 
ingly determined  not  to  allow  any  work 
in  or  about  the  collieries.  Not  only  axe 
the  "blackleg"  or  non-union  hands  intim- 
idated by  Ku-Klux  notices,  but  open  at- 
tempts are  made  upon  their  livvs.  The 
ringleader  in  this  business,  in  the  Lehigh 
region,  is  said  to  be  a  notoriou.s  Molly 
Maguire,  known  as  "The  Bummer," 
whose  headquarters  are  at  the  "Moun- 
tain hou.sc,"  situated  just  above  the  Stout 
Coal  company's  new  breaker,  about  three 
miles  from  Hazelton.  The  place  was  vis- 
ited by  your  correspondent,  and  the  lieu- 
tenant of  "The  Bummer,"  "Kelly,"  met, 
who  stated  that  his  chief  was  "away  on  a 
little  business,"  but  he  would  furnish  me 
with  any  information  that  was  wi.shed. 
In  answer  to  my  questions  he  stated  that 
it  was  the  purpose  of  "The  Bummer," 
who  acted  in  concert  with  certain  miners, 
to  drive  from  the  region  all  "blacklegs," 
and  to  show  the  operators  that  the  miners 
meant  business  from  the    word  go !     No

body  would  be  trified  with  or  injured  who 
kept  away  from  the  collieries  and  did  not 
come  to  the  coal  regions  to  take  the  bread 
from  the  mouths  of  the  poor,  onpre.sscd 
mincr.s.  He  thought  the  men  of  the  Le- 
high region  had  the  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain what  they  were  holding  out  for  this 
season,  and  the  operators  must  in  the  end 
give  way.  He  was  glad  to  meet  the  re- 
porters at  any  time,  but  expressed  him- 
self very  bitterly  against  one  or  two  cor- 
respondents from  New  York  who  had 
slandered  the  Mollies  and  then  skipped 
the  region.  These  were  not  even  worth 
a  "ceffin  notice"  to  quit  the  coal  fields. 
After  offering  me  a  cigar — he  could  not 
recommend,  "the  benzine"— "Kelly"  ac- 
companied me  to  the  door  and  bade  me  a 
courteous  farewell.  At  the  time  of  my 
visit  a  number  of  the  Mollies  were  in  the 
rendezvous  playing  cards.  They 
were  a  brigandish-looking  lot  of  men,  and 
ever  and  anon  cast  furtive  glances 
around,  particularly  when  a  footstep  was 
heard  approaching  on  the  outside  of  the 
building.  The  "Mountain  house"  is  situ- 
ated on  a  very  high  eminence,  overlook- 
ing the  surrounding  country  and  the  But- 
ler and  Cunningham  valleys.  It  is  stated 
that  "the  Bummer"  «*elccted  the  spot  for 
his  resort  so  that  the  approach  of  an 
enemy  could  be  seen  afar  off,  and  an  op- 
portumity  afforded  for  the  timely  escape 
of  his  small  army  of  outlaws.  This  re- 
treat is  certainly  less  accessible,  and 
therefore,  more  secure  from  invasion  by 
the  authorities  and  troops  than  any  of  the 
resorts  of  the  Schuylkill  county,  Shamo- 
kin,  and  Scranton  Molly  Maguires.  All 
are  quite  secure,  however,  their  very 
name  being  almost  sufficient  to  deter  any 
one  from  molesting  them  in  their  lairs. 
If  an  acknowledged  enemy  starts  out  to 
capture  one  of  the  organization,  he  is  cer- 
tain to  be  ambushed  and  slaughtered. 
To  intimidate  others  from  making  a  simi- 
lar attempt,  frequently  the  invader  of  the 
Mollie's  home  is  crucified  and  placed  in 
suth  a  position  as  to  bo  seen  by  his 
friends. 

The  members  ol  this  association  have 
lately  passed  through  the  Wyoming, 
Shamokin,  and  Schuylkill  regions.  At 
all  points  visited  by  them  a  trail  of  blood 
and  destruction  has  been  left.  A  few 
days  ago,  Morris  £wing,  who  superin- 
intcnds  several  boilers  of  the  sixteen  which 
are  used  to  generate  steam  to  be  thrown 
inside  the  Baltimore  mine  No.  2,  of  the 
Wilkcsbarrc  and  Lehigh  Coal  and  Iron 
company,  to  extinguish  the  fire  raging 
there,  was  .shot  by  a  portion  of  the  gang. 
Charges  af  being  a  "black-leg"  had  been 
made  against  Ewing,  and  this  is  supposed 
to  account  for  the  murderous  act. 

Yesterday,  at    Shamokin,    a    gang    of 
Northumberland  brigands  attempted   to 
destroy    the    hou.scs    of    several  colored 
men  who  were  employed  in  the   collieries 
where  the  union  hands  have  struck.    Du- 
ring   the    progress    of    the     destruction 
one  of  the  inmates   fired  into  the  dislur- 
bants,  which  caused  them  to  retreat.  One 
man  was  killed  and  two    wounded.     Pre- 
vious to  the  above  occurrence,  Capt.  Don- 
ohue  shot  and  killed  a  policeman,  at  Cen- 
tralia.     Althou^^jh    Chief  Burgess  Ges.sell 
witncs.scd    the*    tragedy,    no    arrest  was 
made.     This  case  will  of  itself  show  what 
intliiencc  the    Mollies    exercise  in  the  re- 
gions where  th*y    most  flourish.     Ou  the 
.same  day    the  carpenter  shop  and  houses 
of  Mr.  Hinty  and    Martin   Gaugher  were 
set  on  fire  and    destroye<l.     The    loss    is 
quite  heavy.     In  some  parts  of    Schuyl- 
kill county,  particularly  where  the  hon- 
est, respectable,   law-abiding  people  have 
used  the  most    summary    measures    for 
the  extermination  of  alt    evil  doers,    the 
former  a«lliereuts  of  the  Molly   Maguires 
have    constituted    a    new    organization, 
which  bears  the  title  of  "The  Sons  of  the 
Shamrock  Shore."      This   order   has   al- 
ready inaugurate<l   a   rcign  of    terror  at 
Korestvillc  and    the   surrounding    towns. 
The  leader  of  the  bandits  is    sai«l  to    be  a 
young  man  who    was    compelled    to   flee 
from  Mahanoy  (vity,  where   he  "bos.sed" 
a  den  of  cut-throat  Mollies.     The  outlaws 
have  been  guilty  of  many    flagiant   acts. 
The  hou.ses  of  Thomas  Dormer  and  Win. 
Maley,  two    icputable    and    industrious 
workingmcn,  were  partially  wrecked    by 
them.     While  endeavoring  to  protect  the 
lives  of  their  families  and   to    save    their 
property    from    destruction,    both    men 
were  nearly  killed.     Mr.  Dormer   has  re- 
ceived a  coffin  notice  to  leave    the   region 
under  penalty  of  a   speedy    and    fearful 
death.     On  Monday  last    a  ^oung    man 
named  Edward  Langlor  wad'Kttackcd   in 
his       home      by      the      "committee     of 
three"  and  crippled  for  life.     His  mother, 
a      poor,       gray-haired      old       woman, 
ran     to      his      a.ssistancc,      and        the 
fiends    incarnate   a.s.saulted    her      in      a 
most  brutal  manner.      It  is  expected  she 
will  die  from  her  injuries.      On  the  night 
of  the  same    day  a  number  of  houses  on 
the  Forestvillc  road  were  placarded  with 
"coffin  notices,"  notifying  the  inmates  to 
leave  under  forfeit  of  dispatchment.    Two 
of  these  dwellings    were    ntarly    raised 
from  their  foundations.      During  the  dis- 
turbance a  .little  child  of  Michael    Butler 
was  bit  by  a   flying    misslc  of  some  kind 
and  killed. 

This  organization  and  the  Molly  Ma- 
guires are  also  engaged  in  destroying  the 
transportation  and  coal  operators'  prop- 
erty. Hardly  a  day  pas.ses  but  what  in- 
telligence reaches  your  correspondent  of 
the  perpetration  of  some  villainy  of  this 
sort.  Ou  Monday  night  depredations  of 
this    character    were    enacted  at    three 


places  in  the  Schuylkill  valley.  Between 
Pottsville  and  Tamaqua,  switches  on  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad  were 
misplaced,  and  heavily  loaded  coal  trains 
run  from  the  track  and  the  cars  wrecked. 
Subsequent  to  the  last  mentioned 
act,  the  train  dispatcher  at  Summit 
station,  Philadelphia  and  Reading  rail- 
road, sent  engine  No.  41  by  the  old  mine 
road  to  Excelsior  for  a  train  of  loaded  coal 
cars.  When  the  locomotive  neared  En- 
terprise Junction,  it  was  found  that  a 
switch  at  that  spot  was  turned  about  half 
way  and  blocked  on  both  sides.  The 
switch  lock  was  broken  off.  It  was  for- 
tunate that  the  condition  of  the  switch 
was  detected,  as  these  loaded  coal  trains 
were  coming  from  Enterprise  in  a  few 
moments.  It  Vas  doubtless  the  purpose 
of  some  person  or  persons  to  wreck  the 
trains.  During  the  latter  part  of  last 
week  some  gravel  and  side  cars  were  left 
at  Excelsior  siding  to  be  rctnrned  up  the 
road  this  week.  Sunday  night  about 
half-past  nine  the  telegraph  operator  at 
Excelsior  discovered  that  one  of  the  cars 
was  in  fl«mcs.  After  extinguishing  the 
fire,  he  telegraphed  to  Shamokin  for  a 
guard  to  lake  the  cars  to  a  place  of  safety. 
A  number  of  armed  train  hands  were 
sent,  and  the  train  conveyed  to  Shamokin. 
No  sooner  had  they  reached  that  town 
than  some  miscreant  or  miscreants  de- 
molished the  water  tank  and  then  fired 
the  cars  again.  The  fire  was  soon  notic- 
ed and  extinguished. 

Last  Saturday  morning,  between*M9unt 
Carmel  and  Hazelton,  the  hands  on  the 
down  freight  train  on  the  Mahanoy  divi- 
sion of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  found 
that  «iome  one  had  been  tampering  with 
the  track.  Two  rails  had  been  torn  from 
the  roadbed.  To  one  of  the  displaced  rails 
was  fastened  the  following  notice,  address- 
ed to  John  E.  Wooten,  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
railroad: 


Stop  Shipping  Coal. 


This  hint,  defined,  means  simply  that 
if  the  corporation  to  which  Mr.  Wooten 
is  connected  docs  not  stop  shipments  of 
coal  to  the  tide-water  depots,  the  strikers 
will  thcmselTcs  prevent  it.  The  value  of 
the  property  already  destroyed  by  the 
discontented  miners  is  considerable. 

In  all  divisions  of  the  Schuylkill,  Nor- 
thumberland, Lehigh,  Wyoming,  and 
other  affected  regions,  where  the  "black- 
legs" have  been  intimidated  from  work- 
ing the  collieries,  the  mines  have  filled 
with  water,  and  caused  a  loss  which  it  is 
difficult  to  estimate.  In  the  Lehigh 
region  alone  ths  loss  is  estimated  at 
$81)0,000,  and  as  the  damage  is  greater  in 
the  Schuylkill  region  than  Lehigh,  $500,- 
000  will  probably  not  cover  the  loss  up 
to  this  date.  At  Centralia,  the  colliery 
of  Dr.  Prevost  is  completely  drowned  out. 
Garrett  Sc  Co.'s  Hazel  Dell  colliery  is  in 
the  same  condition.  In  the  latter  mine, 
at  this  time,  there  are  nearly  one  hun- 
dred feet  of  water,  while  20  inches  run 
in  daily. 

IVlnncaota  and  WivcoBBin  Baiiroada. 

The  rupture  in  the  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  Railway  Company,  already  mention- 
ed in  this  paper,  is  causing  considera- 
ble excitement  in  railroad  circles.  The 
origin  of  the  differences,  it  appears,  have 
not  been  of  recent  date,  although  recent 
events  have  brought  them  to  a  climax. 
The  New  York  Tribune,  reviewing  the 
situation,  says :  "According  to  the  state- 
ments of  the  adherents  of  Russell  Sage, 
the  principle  cause  of  trouble  grows  out 
of  dissensions  caused  by  the  discovery 
that  some  of  the  persons  attached  to  the 
Company  had  been  discovered  in  specula- 
tions in  lumber  in  connection  with  their 
relations  to  the  Company.  While  nothing 
actually  wrong  had  been  discovered,  the 
secrecy  surrounding  the  transactions  was 
suspicious,  and  KusscU  Sage  had  com- 
plained of  the  matter.  The  friends  of 
Mitchell  said  that  operations  on  the  part 
of  Russell  Sage  in  'puts,'  'calls,'  'spreads' 
and  'straddles'  were  injuring  the  charac- 
ter and  credit  of  the  road,  and  as  they 
could  not  stop  such  operations  they  were 
determined  to  cut  off  his  connection  with 
the  Company." 

The  annual  election  of  the  company  is 
to  be  held  on  June  I2th,  and  the  dissen- 
sions of  the  directors  have  reached  such 
a  point  as  to  preclude,  it  is  believed,  the 
possibility  of  a  continuance  of  the  pres- 
ent Board  as  a  whole.  It  is  the  expressed 
intention  of  the  Mitchell  party  to  de- 
pose Russell  Sago  and  also  N.  A.  Cow- 
drey,  who  is  known  as  a  warm  personal 
friend  of  the  former. 

Mr.  Mitchell  is  now  in  New  York  per- 
sonally superintending  his  side  of  the 
fight,  and  a.sstrt8  his  perfect  confidence 
that  the  stockholders  will  compel  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Sage,  a  proceed- 
ing that  Mr.  Sage  him.self  acknowl- 
edges as  probable.  Of  his  connection 
with  the  oflice  of  Vice  President,  Mr. 
Sage  says  he  had  intended  to  retire  fiom 
the  Vice  Presidency,  and  had  so  stated 
six  months  ago.  In  twelve  years  he  had 
not  l>een  ab.<ent  from  his  duties  a.s  Vice 
President  seven  days.  He  was  now  the 
largest  proprietor  and  creditor  of  the 
road,  holding  more  than  »l,tMX),000  of  its 
stock  and  bonds.  The  charge  that  he 
dealt  in  .stocks  and  bonds  wils  true,  and 
he  did  not  intend  to  give  up  this  busi- 
ness. 

.So  far  the  Mitchell  party  have  decided- 
ly the  Ixst  of  the  fight,  and  but  little 
doubt  is  felt  in  the  best  informed  circles 
that  his  interest  will  win.  The  fight  will 
culminate  in  the  election  of  Lite  12th 
proximo.  The  present  board  consists  of 
Alexander  Mitchell  and  S.  S.  Merrill  of 
Milwaukee;  Rus.sell  Sage,  Julius  Wad.s- 
worth,  N.  A.  Cowdrey,  James  G.  Garner, 
Levi  P.  Morton,  II.  S.  Taylor,  Walter  S. 
Gurnec,  James  Buell  and  E.  L.  Frank  of 
New  York  ;  Selah  Chamberlain  of  Cleve- 
land, Ohio  ;  and  F.  A.  Mueller  of  Rotter- 
dam, Holland.

LAKE  I'EPIN  AND  OMAHA  RAIOROAD. 

The  new  impetus  given  to  the  prospects 
of  the  proposed  Lake  Pepin  &  Omaha 
railroad,  from  the  probable  connection 
with  its  foriUMes  of  Mr.  O.  H.  P.  Cornell, 
of  New  York,  shows  no  signs  of  abating. 
While  the  people  along  the  line  between 
Waba.shaw  and  Austin,  over  which  Mr. 
Cornell  has  already  pas.scd  and  personal- 
ly examined  its  feasibility  and  prospects, 
are  moving  to  meet  his  designs,  ho  has 
received  such  a,ssurances  from  eastern 
parties  who  propose  to  become  interested 
in  the  construction  of  the  road,  as  en- 
ables him  to  say  that  if  the  towns  inter- 
ested do  their  part  he  is  ready  to  do  his. 

In  the  meantime  Mr.  Cornell  is  visiting 
the  principal  towns  of  the  Chippewa 
Valley,  to  ascertain  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  in  reference  to  the  extension  of 
the  road  from  Wabasha  eastward, 
through  that  section,  and  ultimately 
thence  on  to  Lake  Superior  at  Bayfield. 
Several  consultations  have  been  held  with 
leading  business  men,  all  of  whom  were 
free  in  the  opinion  that  the  aid  asked  for 
should  not  stand  in  the  way  of  the  con- 
struction of  this  important  outlet  for  the 
great  lumber  interests  of  that  section.

Tli©  HVoodhvIl  Not  to  Testify.

Untill  yesterday  there  Vas  every  prob- 
ability that  Woodhull  would  be  called; 
but  alas !  I  am  just  informed  that  she  has 
decided  that  the  atmosphere  of  the 
Brooklyn  court  is  too  foul  for  her.  When 
the  negro  witnesses  left  the  stand.  Beach 
and  Fullerton  felt  that  their  case  was 
lost.  They  hailed  her  letter  in 
the  Herald  as  a  beacon  of  light, 
and  immediately  sought  an  interview  with 
her.  Tilton's  cowardice  in  ignoring  his 
intimacy  with  her  had  raised  her  dander, 
and  until  the  negroes  were  called  she  was 
willii\g  to  crucify  him.  Her  first  article 
on  Tilton,  written  in  hot  blood,  was  first 
shown  to  your  correspondent,  but  not 
willing  to  take  advantage  of  her  position, 
it  was  unnoticed  until  an  unscrupulous 
scribe  disposed  of  it  to  the  Herald. 
Nothing  daunted,  she  rallied  to  Tii- 
ton's  side  and  dashed  at  Cowley, 
Cook  and  the  negroes.  On  Easter  Sun- 
day she  met  Beach  and  Fullerton,  accom- 
panied by  Frank  Moulton,  at  her  ctiunsel's 
rooms  in  the  St.  James  hotel.  It  was  a 
three  hours'  interview,  and  Beach  and 
'Fullerton  learned  more  of  the  case  which 
they  were  managing  in  those  few  hours 
than  they  had  ascertained  previously  in 
the  same  number  of  months.  Moulton's 
charm  was  no  longer  potent. 
He  had  not  seen  her  in  three  years, 
and  Vic  was  determined  that  Beach 
and  Ful'crton  should  hear  the  "true 
story"  from  beginning  to  end.  In  vain 
did  Moulton  endeavor  to  give  favorable 
impressions  to  certain  incidents  that 
Woodhull  grapliicall}'  de-cribed,  but  she 
was  inexorable.  She  had  a  long  score  to 
settle  with  the  ''mutual  friend,"  and  .she 
was  determined  that  the  "grave  and  rcv- 
erciid  .seigniors"  should  know  who  were 
the  saints  and  who  the  sinners.  The  in- 
terview proved  satisfactory  to  aounsci,  in 
asinuch  as  they  were  enabled  to  get  a 
clearer  comprehension  of  the  case. 

Elevator  Frauds* 

One  of  the  most  oppressive  frauds  prac- 
ticed upon  the  people  of  the  Northwest, 
is  the  elevator  extortion  at  Chicago  and 
Milwaukee.  Every  bushel  of  grain  which 
seeks  an  Eastern  market,  by  the  usual 
routes,  must  pass  through  the  elevators  at 
one  or  the  other  of  these  cities.  The 
elevators  are  mainly  owned  by  railroad 
companies,  or  by  ring  corporations.  Com- 
petition is  unknown  in  their  management. 
They  stand  as  the  towering  gate-way 
through  which  the  golden  harvests  of  the 
West  must  pass  to  reach  liie  consumer  at 
the  East ;  and,  in  order  to  pass  through, 
an  extortionate  tax  is  levied  to  support 
the  haughty  monopolist  in  luxury.  But 
the  charge  of  handling,  which,  although 
too  high,  only  forms  a  part  of  this  exor- 
bitant toll  which  is  demanded.  The 
grain  received  is  weighed  down  to  the 
lowest  point.  Too  often  a  part  is 
allowed  to  pass  in  before  being 
weighed,  and  the  shipper  is 
notified  that  bis  grain,  as  billed,  falls 
short.  When  the  gram  leaves  the  eleva- 
tor, this  process  is  reversed,  and  instead 
of  full  weight  being  delivered,  the  grain 
is  billed  above  the  actual  weight.  Tricks 
in  weighing  are  not  the  only  tricks  prac- 
ticed by  elevator  managers,  by  a  long 
way.  A  great  deal  more  high  grade  grain 
frequently  goes  out  of  an  elevator  than 
goes  into  it ;  and  a  great  deal  more  low 
grade  grain  goes  in  than  comes  out.  This 
promotion  of  grain  is  a  profitable  branch 
of  the  elevator  business.  All  tricks,  of 
whatever  nature,  hovrcver,  are  paid  by 
the  producer,  to  a  large  extent.  Ever}' 
trick  is  a  fraud.  Every  elevator  man, 
who,  knowingly,  practices  tricks  which 
are  common,  is  a  thief.  He  is  worse  than 
a  highway  robber,  and  is  no  better  than 
the  meanest  sneak-thief — although  he 
may  ride  in  a  coach,  and  support  himself 
in  grand  style.  He  is  still  a  thief.  When 
he  is  called  upon  to  surrender  a  part  of  his 
illgotton  gains,  however,  the  people  who 
demand  their  honest  dues  are  denounced  as 
communists,  and  arc  represented  to  be 
the  plunderers.  This  must  be  changed.

The  Pcnnitylvanla  Coal  Reg:ions. 

Reports  from  the  upper  coal  regions  of 
Pennsylvania  show  constantly  increasing 
outrages  where  miners  have  shown, a  dis 
position  to  resume  work.  In  the  vicinity 
of  Pottsville  threats  and  coffin  notices 
have  been  posted  about  the  mines.  Wed- 
nesday night  the  fiends  attempted  to 
wreck  the  Pottsville  pa,sseiigcr  train  by 
placing  obstructions  on  the  track,  but  for- 
tunately the  engineer  made  the  discove- 
ry in  time  to  prevent  the  catastrophe. 
The  same  night  the  telegraph  office  at 
Locust  Summit  was  burned. 

A  Wilkesbarre  telegram  says  that  the 
miners  at  Sugar  Notch  having 
refused  to  go  to  work  tlicpiimpsare  to  be 
removed  and  allow  the  mines  to  fill  up. 
There  is  no  prospect  of  the  strike  ending 
soon.  The  miners  arc  as  determined  as 
ever,  and  are  every  day  receiving  aid 
from  other  sections.  During  the  week 
they  received  108  barrels  of  flour  and 
quantities  of  groceries  from  miners  of  the 
small  companies  at  Pittston,  and  have  the 
promise  of  20<)  barrels  more.  In  the 
meantime  not  a  night  pa.s.ses  but  what 
some  watchman,  or  miner  who  has  gone 
to  work,  is  assaulted  and  beaten  often  to 
his  death. 

Orif^iu  of  the    Word  **Prote«taiil.^' 

With  the  month  of  April  is  a.ssociated 
the  derivation  and  dissemination  in  a 
formal  and  official  mannner  of  the  desig- 
nation of  Protestant.  The  Emperor 
Charles  the  Fifth  called  a  <liet  at  Spires 
in  1529  to  request  aid  from  the  German 
princes  against  the  Turk.s  and  to  devise 
means  for  allaying  the  disputes  growing 
out  of  Luther's  rebellion  against  Catho- 
licism. The  diet  condemned  the  reform- 
ers and  i.ssued  a  decree  in  support  of  the 
doctrines  of  the  ancient  Church.  Against 
this  decree  .six  Lutheran  princes  and  the 
deputies  of  thirteen  towns  of  the  empire 
formally  protested  on  April  17,  1530. 
From  this  act  the  designation  of  Protest- 
ant, which  then  was  given  to  the  follow- 
ers of  Luther,  is  derived,  and  the  title  be- 
came general  for  all  the  sects  outside  the 
original  Christian  Church.  The  six  pro- 
testing princes  were  John  and  George,  the 
electors  of  Saxony  and  Brandenburg ; 
Ernest  and  Francis,  the  two  Dukes  of 
Lunenburg  ;  the  Landgravp  of  Hesse,  and 
the  Prince  of  Anhalt.

Crimea. 

A  special  telegram  from  Milwaukee 
Ma.7  10,  says  :  To  add  to  the]  distress  already 
already  felt  among  the  Germans  of  this  city  on 
account  of  the  Schiller  disaster,  a  fearful  trag- 
edy was  enacted  yesterday  attemoon,  resulting 
in  the  death  of  Chas.  H.  Ramien  of  the  well- 
known  wholesale  establishment  of  Ramien 
Bros.  Capt.  Ernst  F.  Herl>erg,  brother-in-law 
of  Ramien,  stepped  out  of  a  saloon  as  the  lat- 
ter was  passing  along  the  street  and  shot  him 
in  the  hack.  Herzberg,  who  has  not  been  liv- 
ing with  his  wile  lor  some  time,  claimed  that 
Ramien  had  been  the  caase  of  the  separation. 
Capt.  Herzberg  at  one  time  lived  at  St.  Paul, 
where,  in  ccnnection  with  his  wifB,  he  oiieued 
a  millinery  establishment,  which  proved  a 
failure,  and  he  moved  to  Milwaukee 

There  was  a  furious  conflict  l>etween  the  U. 
F.    lorces   and    the    civil    authoiities  of  the 
city  of  Bismarck,  Dakota  Teritory,  who  inter- 
fered and  took  the  recovered  oats  from  the  U  S. 
Marhbnli,  M.  Edgerly,  and  arrested  him.    This 
official  again  called  on  Custer,  tor  both  he  and 
the  tommissioner  received  the  cheerUil    infor- 
mation that  the  currents    of  their    respective 
lives  might  probably  be  interfered  with.    Cus- 
ter responded,  and  to  prevent   bloodshed,  if  a 
strong  "iroiit   could   do    it,    came   over  from 
Fort  Lincoln  with  his  whole  military  force, 
thus  virtually    declaring    the    reijisting    Bis- 
mankians  "banditti."  This  was  on  March  26th, 
and  in  a  short  time  he  and  the  resident  U.  S. 
officials  discovered  considerable  grain,  several 
mule^,  "ud    arrested   about   30   individHals, 
among   them   the   city  justice  of  Bi  marck. 
city  attorney,   county  .-her.ff,  and  a  pair  of  al- 
dermen, who  have  since  been  held  to  appear 
at  the  next  term  of  the  District  Court  at  Fargo. 
Then,  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioner,  Cus- 
ter left  a  detail  often   men  under   Major  Car- 
land,  at  Bisniurck  to  as.sist  Marshall  Edgerly  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties.    There  are  76  sus- 
pected parties,  many  of  whom  have  lieen  ar- 
rested, and  Garland  is   after   the  balance.    A 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  Bismarck  sustain 
the    U.     S.    authorities     In    their   efforts    to 
break        up      the       gang        and       purify 
the  dty     Garland  makes  all  the  complaints, 
being  assisted  by  Deputy  Marshals  B.  C.  Ash 
and  M.  J.  Kdgerly. 

Judge  McKean's  award  to  Ann  Elisa  Young 
against  Brigham  Young,  has  been  set  aside  by 
Chief  Justtoe  Lowe. 

It  is  said  that  Judge  Neilson  has  information 
of  attempts  to  tamper  with  the  jury  in  the 
Beecher-Tilton  case,  and  that  no  verdict  can 
be  given  in  oonsef^uence 

Armed  laborers  have  taken  possession  of  sev- 
eral of  the  coal  mines,  and  are  determined  to 
defend  themselves  at  all  hazards.  Matters  are 
growing  more  serious  daily. 
The  grand  jury  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
as  found  a  true  bill  against  Col.  Wm  S.  King, 
for  perjury  in  testifying  that  he  never  recieved 
money  from  the  Pacific  Mail  company.  As 
King's  counsel  ststted  that  he  l;ad  made  ar- 
r..ngemeuts  to  appear  when  called,  no  war- 
rant  for  his  atrest  was  issued. 

The  officials  are  vigorously  pn^ecnting  in- 
vestigations into  whisky  frauds,  and  all  reven- 
ne  officers  in  any  degree  implicated  will  be  re- 
moved at  once. 

The  distillers  of  Milwaukee  propose  to  test 
the  constitutionality  of  the  revenue  law  under 
which  the  whisky  seizures  have  been  made, 
and  have  retained  Matt  Carpenter  as  counsel. 
Four  prisoners  escaped  from  Sing  Sing  pris- 
on by  jumping  upon  an  engine  which  was 
passing  {through  the  prison  yard.  Tliey  cut 
loose  from  the  train  and  abandoned  the  engine 
when  within  three  milee  of  Tarrytown. 

James  Smith,  engineer  of  the  steamer  Sena- 
tor, blown  up  at  Portland,  has  been  indicted 
for  manslaughter. 

Investors  in  lottery  tickets  will  do  well  to 
make  a  note  of  the  fact  that  the  postoffice  de- 
partment is  opposed  to  the  business.  The  Cin  • 
cinnati  post:naster  has  been  forbidden  to  cash 
postal  money  orders  sent  to  L.  D.  Sine,  lottery 
swindler. 

The  notorious  Missouri  bandits,  the  Younger 
and  James  brothers,  have  combined  for  busi- 
ness, and  commenced  ofieratious  by  robbing  a 
store  in  Clinton.  They  firat  arrested  a  party  of 
croquet  players,  and  then  proceeded  with  the 
robbery.  They  made  so  little  fuss  about  it  that 
not  even  the  neighlwrs  knew  of  their  pres- 
ence until  the  job  was  done. 

Geo.  F.  Smith,  one  of  the  Minnea]M)lifl  mid- 
dlings purifier  inventors,  has  lieen  arrested  in 
Buffiilo,  charged  with  perjury  in  obtaining  his 
patent. 

The  silk  combination  to  defraud  the 
revenue  was  one  of  the  greatest  conspiracies 
ever  formed  It  numbered  about  five  hundred 
member?,  many  of  them  being  men  of  wealth 
and  position,  both  here  and  abroad.  The 
most  extensive  ramification  of  the  systems  were 
in  England  and  on  the  continent,  agents  being 
kept  in  nearly  every  large  ]Mirt.

The  distilleries  of  Chicago  arc  in  pos- 
session of  the  government  officials  who 
are  making  inventories.

O'Niell,  one  of  the  parties  ar- 
rested, applied  to  the  U.  S.  circuit  court 
of  Milwaukee,  Judge  Drumraond  presid- 
ing, and  asked  that  an  appraisal  of  his 
distillery  be  made,  which  was  granted. 
In  the  course  of  his  remarkc  the  Judge 
characteiized  the  law  under  which  the 
seizures  are  made  as  a  severe  one,  which 
ought  to  be  carefully  executed. 

Five  storekeepers  in  Milwaukee  have 
already  been  suspende<l,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  other  revenue  officers  of  the 
district  will  suffer  the  same  fate. 

Commissioner  Douglas  telegraped  from 
Washington  Tuesday,  to  the  various  su- 
pervisors who  are  superintending  the 
work  of  seizing  the  illicit  stills  to  send 
the  names  of  all  revenue  officers  em- 
ployed at  any  of  the  establishonts  seized, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  immediately 
disuii-ssed  and  reported  to  the  several 
United  States  district  attorneys  for  pros- 
ecution, in  every  case  where  there  is 
evidence  of  said  collusion. 

Additional  instructions  were  also  sent 
to  collectors  at  various  points  cast  and 
west  where  the  department  is  satisfied 
fraudulent  whisky  has  been  shipped,  to 
seize  all  such  supplies.  The  establish- 
ment of  Bingham  &  Co.,  of  Evansville, 
Ind.,  was  seized  Tuesday,  and  other  seiz- 
ures have  b»cn  ordered  at  Pekin,  111., 
Cincinnati  and  elsewhere.  The  officers 
have  already  ascertained  that  great  quan- 
tities of  this  "crooked  whisky"  have  been 
disfributed  throughout  the  country,  es- 
pecially in  the  South ;  but  the  form  of 
package  in  which  it  was  originally  shipped 
has  been  changed  in  many  instances,  and 
it  will  now  be  impossible  to  detect  it.

Dutcli  Bondliolder*H  Claim  on  tlie  St. 
Vincent  Rail*. 

The  New  York  papers  pf  the  13th  pub- 
lish summaries  of  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  suit  of  Lucas 
Weitgen  and  others  against  the  St.  Paul& 
Pacific  Railroad  Company.  The  plain- 
tifl's  are  bankers  of  Holland,  who  claim 
to  represent  the  bulk  of  the  bondholders, 
under  a  *20,000,000  mortgage  made  by 
the  St.  Paul  and  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany t«  three  trustees.  Of  these 
trustees  the  defendant,  Moorhcad,  who 
was  a  member  of  the  American  and  Eng- 
lish firms  of  Jay  Cooke  &  Co.,  and  Jay 
Cooke,  McCulloch  &  Co.,  was  one, 
and  he  was  also  construction,  agent 
of  the  Company.  With  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  bonds  a  large  amount  of 
railroad  iron  was  bought  and  shipped  to 
this  country,  and  some  is  still  in  the  store 
of  Woodruff  &  Robinson,  who  arc  parties 
to  this  action.  Another  part  is,  wc  be- 
lieve, stored  on  the  docks  at  Duluth. 

The  plaintiffs  brought  suit  against  all 
the  parties  to  whom  they  could  trace  any 
portion  of  the  iron,  where  it  had  not  been 
bought  outright  and  paid  for,  claiming 
•hat,  as  it  was  pledged  to  them,  they  had 
a  right  to  follow  it  and  its  proceeds 
into  whatever  hands  they  could  find  it. 
They  procured  an  injunction  restraining 
the  defendants  in  the  suit  from  parting 
with  such  portion  of  the  iron  or  its  pro- 
ceed* as  was  in  their  hands.  The  chief 
defendants  appealed.  The  Court,  as  to 
those  who  did  appeal,  sustains  the  injunc- 
tion, but  modifies  it  in  Rome  respects. 

Judge  Daniels,  delivering  the  opinion 
ofthe  Court,  holds  that  as  the  iron  rails 
were  purchased  and  received  for  the  con- 
structing of  the  track  of  the  railroad, 
that  is  sufficient  as  between  the  company 
and  the  bondholders  to  render  the  iron 
subject  to  the  mortgage,  and  gave  the 
plaintiffs  a  clear,  equitable  right  to  have 
these  rails  devoted  to  the  purpose  for 
which  they  had  been  purchased.  Ho 
holds  that  the  authority  given  by  the 
directors  to  Moorhcad  to  dispose  ofthe 
property  was  in  plain  violation  of  the 
terms  of  the  mortgage. 

By  the  confederation  and  collusion  of 
the  directors  and  the  acting  trustee, 
Moorhead,  whose  duty  it  was  to  protect 
the  bondholders,  the  rails  were  disoo.sed 
of  to  other  persons  for  very  large 
sums,  and  there  is  no  con- 
vincing reason  given  that  the 
Company  needed  those  large  amounts. 
Moorhead,  as  trustee  of  the  bondholders, 
undoubtedly  had  complete  knowledge  of 
the  contents  of  the  mortgage,  and  knew 
the  r-.ght  of  the  bondholders  to  have  tl.v. 
iron  applied  to  the  construction 
of  the  read,  and,  having  that  knowl- 
edge, it  invalidated  the  sales  made  to  Jay 
Cooke  &  Co.,  and  to  Cooke,  McCulloch  & 
Co.,  because  he  was  a  member  of  both 
those  firms.

The  rights  of  Vibbard,  Forte  &  Co.,  as 
bona  fide  purcha-scrs,  were  lost  when  their 
part  of  the  iron  was  repurchased  by 
Cooke,  McCulloch  &  Co.,  becau.se  the 
wrongdoer  is  not  allowed  to  profit  by  the 
acquisition  of  another's  bona  fide  title, 
when  it  has  been  created  by  his  own  mis- 
conduct or  breach  of  trust.  Whether 
Jav  Cooke  &  Co.  have  any  right  to  be  re- 
paid their  advances  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  iron  depends  ou  facts  not  yet  fully 
before  the  Court. 

The  orders  for  injunction  arc  modified 
as  to  the  New  York  Guaranty  and  In 
demnity  Company,  which  advanced  mon 
ey  on  a  part  ofthe  iron  in  good  faith,  on 
evidence  from  Moorhcad  that  he  had  a 
right  to  dispose  of  it,  and  without  notice, 
constructive  or  actual,  of  the  plaintiffs' 
equities.  They  therefore  have  a  right  to 
sell  the  iron  pledged  to  them  for  their 
reimbursement,  but  if  any  balance  should 
remain  beyond  that,  that  balance,  which 
is  pledged  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
must  remain  under  the  injunction. 

Paymaster  Cutler,  who  has  taken  the 
place  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  has 
leave  to  apply^or  a  further  modification 
on  proof  that  the  X  100,000  advance  or 
any  large  part,  is  still  unpaid. 

In  conclusion.  Judge  Daniels  decides 
that  the  plaintiffs  have  the  right  to  bring 
this  action,  as  otherwise  they  would  be 
without  remedy,  the  directors  of  the  road 
and  Moorhead  concurring  in  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  iron  in  violation  of  their  rights, 
and  the  other  two  trustees  failing  to  pro- 
tect them,  and  presumably  concurring ^m 
Moorhcad's  action.

Not    Celebrated.

one  Editor  Kills  Another— The  Quar- 
rel \i|r|ilch  Cani»ed  the  Blurder. 

Not  long  ago  th.s  telegraph   announced 
the  suicide  of  John   S.    Coulter,   pi  inter, 
at  Leavenworth,  it    was    supposed   from 
desperation  caused  by    being  ostracised 
by  the  printers'  union.     Col.  D.    R.    An- 
thony, editor  of  the  Tiviett  and  postmas 
ter  of  the  city,  made  some  severe  remarks 
about  the  union    in    his    paper,   alleging 
that  he  had  caused  Coulter's  death.  The 
Appeal,  W.  W.  Emby's  paper,  retaliated 
by  charging  corruption  in    the   postoffice, 
the  neVspaper  controversy  grew  extreme- 
ly bi' ter  and  personal.     Saturday    even- 
ing, Mav    8th,    in    front    of    the    Opera 
House,  Anthony    and    Embry  met,  and 
Kiubry  demanded  an  apology  for  language 
that  Anthony  had  used.     The  latter  said. 
"Go  away;  I  will    have    no   controversy 
with  you."     Anthony  started  to  walk  lo 
Parham's  drug  store,  and    Embry  kicked 
him.     Sunday  morning  the    Times   pub- 
lished that  Anthony  was  followed  by  two 
cowardly  assassins.     The  Appeal  the  next 
evening  burlesqued  the  renconter   and  in 
editorial  articles  violently  denounced  An- 
thony as  a  coward.     At  night,  during  the 
third  act  of  "Deborah,"  when  the   Opera 
House  stairway  was  vacant,    Embry  and 
Anthony  met,  "the  latter  going   down  and 
the  former  up   stairs,    and    the   Colonel 
asked  Embry  if  he  wished   to    see    him. 
Embry  replied  :      "Just  as  you   please. 
Col.  Anthony ;  if  you   wish   to   see  me  1 
will  go  down  stairs."      The  Colonel  then 
stepped  up  one  step   and    Embry    said: 
"No  you  don't  shoot  me   in    the    back," 
and  stepped  up  by   his    side.       Anthony 
then  struck  Embry  on   the    upper    lip  a 
severe  blow,  when'thrce  shots  were   fired 
by  Embry,  one  of  which  took  effect  under 
his  right 'shoulder,  severing  amain  artery. 
Anthony  fell  on  the  stairway  and  Embry 
was  arrested  at  the    foot   of   the    stairs 
The  greatest  confu.sion  prevailed.       Men 
and  women  rushed  hither  and   thither  in 
frantic  alarm.      Embry,   addressing  him 
.self  to  the  people,  said,  "Keep  your  seats; 
no  one  will  be  hurt."  Embry's  mouth  was 
bleeding  when  he  was  arrested.     Anthony 
was  still  alive  at  1  o'clock  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, but  his  physic  ans  .said  he  could  not 
live  till  daylight. 

The  associated  press  account  of  the  af- 
fair says  that  "Embry  and  a  fellow  called 
Jack  Downing    had    been    hounding  An- 
thony f)r  about  a  week  pa>t,  both    going 
around  and  endeavoring  to  draw  him  into 
a  quarrel,  with  the    avowed    purpose    o 
shooting  him.     Embry  is  a  desperate  fel- 
low and  had  previoubly  shot    a   man,  but 
Downing's  carrying  a  pistol  was  regarded 
by  everybody  as  a  joke.     They  assaulted 
Anthony  as  he  came   out    of    the  opera 
house  last  Saturday  night,  but  he  retreat- 
ed into  Parham's  drug  store   without  at- 
tempting to  resist  their   attack.     To-day 
they  have  been  going  around.  Downing  fol- 
lowed Anthony  for  an  hour  or   more  this 
morning,  displaying  the  hilt  of    a   pistol, 
but  Anthony  evaded   him,   and,    though 
Downing  was  not  with  ijnbry   when    the 
shotting  took  place,  he   is   considered   as 
guilty  as  the  other.     The  a.s.«assination  is 
one  of    the    most    cold-blooded  murders 
ever  committed  in    the   State.     Col.   An- 
thony, though  naturally   passionate   and 
irritable,  has  known  that  these   men   had 
designs  upon  his  life,  and   has    carefully 
avoided  an  encounter  with  them." 

The  Appeal's    article  of  the  7th,briefly 
meaiorized,  was  as  follows:    Col.  Antho- 
ny, postmaster,  accused,   with    proof,   of 
blackmailing  and  bribery  in   the    passage

Cruel  IVIurder  of  an  Old  Farmer. 

[Ves  Moines,  Iowa,  Telegram,  May  l(t.] 
Early  this  morning  it  was  rumored 
here  that  George  JJ.  Kirkman,  a  Story 
county  farmer,  had  been  taken  out  of  his 
bed  Sun  lay  morning  and  hanged  until  he 
was  dead  by  parties  unknown.  The  re- 
port was  at  fir.st  discredited,  but  later  in 
the  day  reliable  reports  were  received 
stating  that  such  was  the  fact.  A  cor- 
oner's inquest  was  held  Sunday  after- 
noon. They  found  the  body  badly  bruised  Ible'and  then  takin 
and  niani^led,  and  that  he  had  come  to 
his  death  by  hanging  at  the  hands  of  a 
mob,  only  lour  or  five  of  whoni  directly 
participated,  but  as  to  who  the  parties 
were,  nothing  was  developed.  The  testi- 
mony at  the  inquest  showed  that  no  noise 
was  heard  until  Mr.  Kirkman  was 
seized  from  Mrs.  Kirkmap'.s  side  in 
the  bod.  So  suddenly  was  ev- 
erything done,  the  rope  put 
around  his  neck  and  hauled  out  of  the 
house— that  he  only    uttered  one  word— 

"Marian"— for    his    son-in-law,     Marian 

Haynes.     Mrs.    Kirkman    screamed  and 

tried  to  catch  hold  of  him,  rapped  on  the 

door    where    Mr.  and    Mrs.  Haynes  were 

sleeping,    and    was    going   to  follow  Mr. 

Kirkman  out  of  doors,  but   her  daughter 

would  not  let  her.       The  entire   family 

then  remained  in    the    kitchen   bedroom 

until  daylight  before   giving    the   alarm. 

Two  .shots  were  fired  as  he    was  jerked 

out  of    the  house.     From    the    door  the 

track  looks  as  though  he  had  been  jerked 

several  feet.     As  they   passed   from  the 

kitch»;n-door    they    immediately    turned 

south,    went    through    the     front    gate 

in  front  of   the    south    door,  and   then 

turned  west.  Shortly  after  passing  through 

the  front  gate  .signs'  of  dragging  were  vis- 
ible, then  for    a  short    distance  the   signs 

disappeared,  and  then  for    about  the  last 

half  of  the  distance  he  was  dragged  over 

the  entire  ground.     It  appeared  that,  just 

after  falling  the  last  time,  he  was  dragged 

against  and  over  a  stump,  after  which  no 

signs  of  struggling   were   visible.     A  few 

places  along  the  route  blood    was  visible.  | 

The  tree  upon    which  he    was  hung   was 

about  four  inches  in  diameter.     The  1-mb 

over  which  the  rope  was   drawn  was  only 

about  one    inch    in  diameter.     The   bark 

was  nearly  worn  through  by  the  friction 

of  the  rope.     The  limb  was  six  feet  high. 

Mr.  Kirkman  was  drawn  up  with  his  back 

against  the  tree,  his  legs  crossed  and  still 

resting    on  the    ground.     Had    he    been 

straight  his   knees  would    probably  have 

touched  the  ground.     The  place  where  he 

was  hung  was    nearly  20  feet    from    t^| 

place  where  he  was  taken    last  winter  by 

a  mob  of  about  eight  or  ten  and  threaten- 
ed to  be  hung.

"When  I  am  not  soldiering,"  said  Gen. 
G.  A.   Custer   pleasantly    yesterday,    "1 
am  hunting."      And   he   went   on  to  re- 
count an  adventure  with   a  griz/.ly    bear, 
which  he  shot  .six  times  through  the  body 
before  killing  him."     "Do  your  men  ever 
lasso  a   grizzly,   General  ?'     inquired  the 
reporter.      "No,    sir."    was    the    reply, 
"that  is  a  yarn  ;  nobody  ever  goes  near  a 
grizzly,     'f  he    frontiersmen  arc  afraid  of 
them.     They  arc  very  savage,   and   very 
hard  to  kill,  being   tenacious  of  life  even 
when  mortally  wounded.     They  will  often 
attack  voluntarily  and  without  i)rovoca- 
tion."      The  General  rides  a  grandson  of 
Lexington    when    hunting,  and  is  an  ad- 
mirer of  thoroughbred   stock.     He  owns 
the    well-known     racer   Frogtown      that 
has  the  best  recorded  time  at  a  mile    and 
three-quarters,  and  thebcst  at  three  miles 
ever  made  in  Kentucky.     He   keeps   two 
packs  of  hounds,  one   a   .si^iht    pack,  and 
the  other  of    fox  hounds,  which    ho   had 
from    Price    McGrath,    the    well-known 
Kentucky  sportsman,  owner  of  Tom  Bow 
ling. 

The  General  who  is  organizing  another 
expedition  to  the  Black  Hills,  will  stay  in 
New  York  only  two  or  three  days  longer. 
No  one  but  the  accredited  officers  and 
agents  of  the  Government  can  be  permit- 
ted to  accompany  the  troops,  and  the 
General  does  not  himself  know  who  are 
to  be  the  scientific  and  civil  members  o 
the  party.  They  are  to  join  him  in 
Washington.  The  object  of  the  expedi- 
tion is  to  examine  and  develop  the  re- 
sources of  the  Black  Hills  region  thor- 
oughly, especially  its  mineral  resources, 
with  a  view  to  determining  the  advisabil- 
ity of  removing  the  Indians  and  opening 
the  country  te  settlement  by  the  whites. 
The  Indians  are  willing  enough  to  dispose 
of  their  claim,  the  general  think.s  because 
they  know  the  difficulty  they  will  have  in 
keeping  the  white  gold  seekers  out. 

The  government  agents  are  getting  to- 
gether the  chiefs,  intending  to  take  them 
to  Washington  ;  and  the  General  has  no 
doubt  that  tho.'-e  Indians  will  gladly  ne- 
gotiate with  the  government.  The  Ijidi- 
ans  make  little  use  of  the  country;  al- 
though it  is  full  of  game.  Thcv  are 
deterred  by  a  superstition  from  living  in 
it.  imaginining  it  lo  be  haunted  by  evil 
spirits. 

The  Black  Hills  country  is  described 
by  Gen.  Custer  as  broken,  wild  and  pic- 
turesque. Cliffs  and  canons  alternate, 
and  the  green  and  fertile  valleys  are  in- 
tersected by  numerous  streams  of  pwre 
water.  The  forest  growth  is  in  parts 
very  dense.  Wagon  roads  had  to  be  cut, 
or  as  the  General  cxpre.s.scd  it,  "mowo'l 
out"  for  miles  by  the  axemen.  The 
Indian  guides  told  hun  before  ho  started 
on  the  last  expedition  that  he  could  not 
possibly  get  through  the  country  with 
wagons,  and  he  started  with  the  intention 
of  going  with  the  wagons  as  far  as  possi- 
■  "  to  horseback.  He 
was,  however,  able  to  retain  his  waj:,ons 
all  the  time.  Besides  having  to  "mow 
out"  the  roads  through  the  dense  tim- 
ber, at  t.ertain  points  the  General  had  to 
let  his  wagons  down  the  face  of  the  cliffs 
with  ropes,  two  hundred  men  holding 
to  a  rope. 

As  to  gold,  the  General  could  make  no 
thorough  examination  on  account  of  the 
limited  time  to  which  he  was  held  by  Ins 
orders.  He  was  therefore  careful  in  his 
official  report  not  to  overstate  actual  re- 
sults obtained  ;  but  judging  from  his  per- 
sonal observation  and  from  such  experi- 
mental washings  as  were  made,  he  thinks 
there  is  a  large  amount  of  gold  in  the 
country,  and  some  silver.  The  agricul- 
tural value  of  the  country  is  considera- 
ble, aUhough  that  has  not  been  thought 
of  yet. 

The  government  strictly  forbids  the 
encroachment  of  whites  upon  the  reser- 
vation until  the  Indians  give  it  up,  and 
it  will  be  madness  for  any  person  to  un- 
dertake the  toil  and  hazard  of  settling  in 
this  wild  region  until  the  officers  and  .sci- 
entists to  whom  this  expedition  is  entrust- 
ed report  upon  the  resources  and  general 
features  of  the  country.

An  Adulterer  Murder*  the   Man    Who

On  Monday  night,  May  10th,  Dick 
Jones,  a  farmer,  35  years  of  age,  and  liv- 
ing two  miles  south  of  Taylorsville,  Ind  , 
on  the  Jeffersonville,  Madison  and  Indi- 
anapolis railroad,  beat  Henry  Sternberg- 
er  over  the  head  with  a  club,  inflicting  in- 
juries which  resulted  in  his  death  yester- 
day. Jones  immediately  gave  himself  up 
to  the  authorities  and  was  afterward  re- 
arrested on  $25,000.  He  states  that 
Sternbcrger  had  been  reporting  stories 
affecting  his  character  and  that  of  his 
two  sisters-in-law,  ind  had  attempted 
to  have  him  (Jones)  indicted  for 
adultery  before  the  grand 

jurv.  That  he  did  not  intend  to  kill 
him,  but  attacked  him  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  him  a  sound  thrashing.  On  meet* 
ing  him,  he  seized  a  single-tree  1  ving  in 
the  bottom  of  his  wagon,  and  in  his  anger 
did  not  realize  how  hard  he  was  striking 
him.  Mr.  Sternberger  was  about  35  years 
old,  and  leaves  a  wife.  He  was  a  peace- 
ibic  fellow,  and  it  is  generally  thought 
that  Jones  purposely  murdered  him  in 
this  most  brutal  manner  for  the  purpo.se 
of  forever  closing  the  mouth  of  one  who 
was  knowing  of  his  guilt.  The  stories 
related  of  Jones'  intercourse  with  his 
sister-in-law     are     revolting.

A  BANK  OFFICER'S  NERVE. 

Homantii-  Siory  ot  l^cgoHallon*  wllli 
ThieveK,  KeMiiltiiiK  in  Recovery  of 
imolen  Propcrir. 

On  the  lV»th  of  Uctobor  last  the  Sou- 
hegan  national  bank  in  Milford,  N.  II., 
wan  robbed  by  six  masked  men,  who  en- 
tered the  house  of  the  cashier,  Mr.  Fred- 
erick T,  Sawyer,  gagged  that  gentleman, 
and  after  closeting  his  family  and  putting 
a  strong  guard  over  it,  le<l  him  to  the 
bank  by  the  aid  of  a  rope  about  the  neck, 
and  compelled  him  to  open  the  safes. 
Recently  the  most  of  the  .stolen  property 
has  been  returned  by  the  thieves  for  a 
consideration,  incorrect  accounts  of  which 
transaction  have  been  printed  in  some  of 
the  papers.  From  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Towne. 
the  president  of  the  bank,  who  was  the 
person  actively  engaged  on  behall  of  the 
institution,  the  Nashua  (N.  H.)  Tele- 
graph,  has  obtained  the  true  story  of  the 
negotiations,  reproduced  below  : 

One  day,  aV)0Ut  two  month.s  after  the 
robbery,  Mr.  Towne  received  a  dispatch 
fr«m  an  in<lcpcndent  detective  in  ualli- 
more,  in  which  the  sender  said  he  had 
information  concerning  the  stolen  prop- 
erty, and  requested  an  interview.  To 
this  he  paid  no  attention.  A  little  later 
he  received  a  second  dispatch,  in  which 
the  detective  expressed  so  much  confi- 
dence that  Mr.  Towne  thought  there 
might  Ik!  somcthirg  in  it,  and  conse- 
quently he  rejtlied  that  he  would  be  at  a 
nell  known  hotel  in  that  city  at 
•   stated      time.     He    accordingly    went

the  detective.     After  a  few  common-place 
remarks  the  detective  referred  to  the  na- 
ture of  the  business  upon    which    confer- 
ence was  desired,  stated  that  it    would  be 
better  to  seek  a  place  where   they    would 
not  be  internipteil.  and    invited    him    to 
his  ollice.     lie  was  conducted  to    a    place 
not  far  away,  usheretl  through   a    recep- 
tion room  on  the  first  floor  of  the   build 
Hig  to  an  office  about  14  by  5  feet   in   di- 
meiision.s,  where  he  found  a   desk   in  one 
e>iil  of  the  room,  a   table    in    the    other, 
chairs  and  other  furniture.     This  was   in 
tlie  evening.     Mr.  Towne  presumes   that 
the  detective,  if  such  was  his  real   avoca- 
tion, eyed  him  sharply    with  a    view    of 
determining  his  character  and  the  amount 
of  nerve  he  possessed,  and  he   is   certain 
that  he  returned  the  compliment  for    the 
same  puriKtsc.

ostensible  detective.  It  appeared  like  a 
matter  of  dollars  and  cents ;  as  though 
no  positive  information  was  to  be  obtain- 
ed whereby  the  law  could  roach  the  vil- 
lains, and  that  the  interview  had  simply 
servpd  both  sides  with  a  knowledge  of 
whom  they  were  dealing.  It  was  agreed 
to  keep  quiet  and  wait  for  further  devel- 
opments. 

About  a  week  after  Mr.  Towne  s  return 
he  received  a  letter  in  which  nothing  defin- 
ite   or  criminating  was  stated,  and  which 
contained    the    interrogation,    "Do   you 
mean  bu.siness  ?"     Shortly  after   a    tele- 
gram was  received  requesting  another  in- 
terview.    A  consultation  was   had,  he  be- 
came satisfied  that  he  was  on    the    right 
track,  and  arranging,  as  a  matter  of   pru- 
dence, with  his  family  as  to  what  place  it 
could  track  him  should  it  happen  that  he 
"was  missing,"  again  went  to   Baltimore. 
He  arrived  in  the  morning  and  was  met  at 
the  hotel  as  before.     He   again    went   to 
^he  detective  office,  and  was   in   consulta- 
tation,  without  being  interrupted  or  an- 
noyed, until  11  o'clock.      This   interview 
was  unlike  the  first    in    many    respects. 
"Have  you  the  money  ?"  was  the   detec- 
tive's first  inquiry.     "No,"  was  the   ans 
wer ;  "I  have  only  enough  for  my  travel- 
ing   expenses.*'       The     detective     then 
showed  some  shrewd   diplomatic   deport- 
ment, and,  while  he  was  not   particularly 
uncivil, he  accused  Mr.  Towne  of  double 
dealing,   and   an    endeavor   to   trap   him 
while  he  was  making  an  honest  effort  to 
render  him  service.     For  the   first   time, 
the  latter  was  a  little  nervou.s  and    anx- 
ious to  return  to  the  hotel.     He  saw  that 
the  stratagem  was  to  learn    whether    or 
not  he  had  given  information  to   the   po- 
lice, the  public,  or  individuals,   whereby 
detection  might  follow.      Satisfying  him- 
self on  this  point,  he  proceeded  to  an  in- 
quiry concerning  how    large    a    sum    of 
money  would  be  paid  for  the  bonds.    Mr. 
Towno  evaded  the  question.     He  thought 
the  sum  demanded— «40,0U0    or  |50,000 
— too  great  a  .sacrifice,  and,  moreover,  his 
confidence  had  become  so  .shaken   in   the 
detective  that  he  augured  that  he  was  an 
impostcr.     He  closed   the    interview   ab- 
ruptly, returned  to  his  hotel,  determined 
to  abandon  the  search  for  the  property  in 
this  direction,  and  return  home. 

At  6  o'clock  that  evening  the  detective 
called  upon  him  at  the  hotel  and  solicited 
another  interview.  Mr.  Towne  told  him 
nothing  would  probably  come  of  it,  but 
as  he  urged  the  matter  he  complied. 
"How  much  will  you  give  f"  wa.sthe  first 
question  upon  reaching  the  office  where 
the  previous  interview  took  place.  The 
president  declined  to  make  an  oflfer,  but 
would  entertain  a  proposition.  Thi.s  in- 
terview was  more  satisfactory  than  either 
of  the  previous  ones.  He  nearly  satisfied 
Mr.  Towne  that  he  could  obtain  the 
bonds,  and  made  some  propositions  he 
agreed  to  submit  and  consider  with  the 
directors  of  the  bank.  The  interview 
lasted  several  hours,  and  at  11  o'clock 
that  night  Mr.  Towne  took  the  trair. 
north. 

Ipon  arriving  at  home  he  laid  the  mat- 
ter before  the  directors  and  those  whose 
interests  were  identical.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  a  careful  canvass  of  the  matter, 
the  proposition  of  the  detective  was  ac 
cepted,  and  the  time  for  the  transfer  ar- 
ranged. He  had  not  hitherto  considered 
himself  in  danger,  the  detective,  if  such 
was  his  calling,  having  inspired  him 
with  confidence  to  the  degree  that  he  set 
out  upon  his  journey  with  no  fear  or 
thought  of  what  results  might  follow. 

In  Baltimore  he  was  again  met   at   the 
hotel,  and,  in  the  night    time,   conducted 
to  the  detective's  office.     After  the  usual 
courtesies,  Mr.  Towne,  who   had  got   the 
idea  that  they  were  to  go  somewhere,   he 
knew  n»t    where,    to   obtain    the   stolen 
property,  inquired  "Where  shall  we  go?" 
This  was  the  detective's  one,  and   he  im- 
proved it.     "When   will    you    be   ready 
with  the  money  ?"     "1  am   ready    now.' 
"Then  I  want  you  to  take   out    of  your 
pocket  so  much  (naming  a  sum  of  money,) 
and  place  it  upon    the    table."     "This," 
.says  Mr.  Towne,  "was    the    trying    mo- 
ment of'my  life.     My  miu  ;  quickly   con- 
jured up  all  the  evils  that  could   possibly 
befall  me.     The  perspiration  oozed   from 
my  whole  body,  and  I  was   undecided,    I 
feared  I  was  sitting  on  a  trap,     i    feared 
the  presence  of  another    per.son,   for    the 
moment  1  placed  a  roll  of  money  upon  the 
desk  the  man  arose,  stepped  to  the    door, 
and  gave  a  loud    rap,    when    it    (luickly 
opened,  and  a  bundle   was   tlirown   upon 
the  floor.      I  was  requested  to  examine  it. 
I  did  so,  and  for  nearly  an  hour  was    en- 
gaged in  examining  the   contents    of   the 
package  and  checking   what    belonged  to 
the  bank.     I  should  say  that  about  one- 
half  the  bonds  were  not  ours."  During  all 
this  time  the  detective  fehowed   no   impa- 
tience.    In  fact,  he  was  as   pleasant   and 
agreeable  as  he  well  could  be    under 
circumstances. 

"When  I  got  through,"  continued 
Towne,  "he  continued    his    former 
c«eding.     TaLe  out   so  much  money 
did  as    requested,    when    the    door   was 
opened  as  before  and    a    bundle    thrown 
in.     Another  fiour  was  spent  in  examin- 
ing and   checking  the    contents    of    this 
package,  in  which  Mr.  Towne  found  vari- 
ous documents  that   he    had  not  missed, 
and  a  large  amount   of  the    stolen   prop- 
erty.    He  was   assured  that  this  was  all 
that  could  be  done  for  him.  whereupon  he 
tied  the  bonds  and  papers  together,  placed 
them  upon  his  breast,   buttoned    up    his 
coat,  and  asked  the  detective  to  open  tlie 
door.     Ihis  was  another  trying  moment. 
"Imagination  pictured  my  assas-sination 
in    the    next    room,"    says  Mr.   Towne. 
Passing  into  the  reception  room,  of  which 
mention   has   been    made,    he   found    it 
empty.     He  saw  a  crowd  of  men    at    the 
door.    It  was  late  and  therefore  this  again 
alarmed  him.     He  therefore    returned  to 
the  office  and  said  to  the  detective,  "Why 
don't  you  go    to   the  corner  of  the  street 
with  me  ?"     The  detective  agreed  that  he 
would,  conducted  him  through  the  cr»»wd, 
which  made  no  remarks,   and    accompa- 
nied him  to  the  express  office,  where  the 
property  was  deposited,  afler  which  they 
pleasantly  said  goodby.

quarter  of  an  hour.     No  ill  effects  what- 
ever resulted  from    the    trial,  and    from 
his  subsequent   employment  of  the  ether 
ho  never  experienced  any  physical  incon- 
venience.    The    remarkable  and    unique 
circumstance  in  this  person's  case  is  that 
he  did  not  resort  to  the  ether    for  the  re- 
lief of  any  bodily  pain,    but"  induced  nar 
cosis    purely  as    a  means  of    enjoyment. 
Unfortunately,  he  could  not   rest  content 
with  his  first'cxperiment,  the  insensibili- 
ty becoming  interrupted  just  as  he  seem- 
ed to  be  on  the  point  of  attaining  his  de- 
sires.    This  was  repeated,  therefore,  but 
he  found  the    dreamland  which    he  con- 
jured up  was  by  no  means    so  rich  in  pic- 
torial effect  as  that  produced  by  his  first 
narcosis,  however  large  and  repeated  the 
doses  of  ether  might  be.     The  inhalation 
soon  became  a  mere  habit,  and  from  being 
sparingly     indulged  in    was    transformed 
into  an  irresistible  propensity,  all  the  or- 
iginal   aspirations    after    the    lofty   and 
eternal      having      given      way     to     the 
craving       of        a       merely         sensuous 
stimulus.     At  first  only    etherizing   him- 
self in  his  own  room,  this  soon   ceased  to 
satisfy  him,  and,   with   his   handkerchief 
saturated  with  ether  applied  to  his  mouth 
and    nose,    he    staggered     through    the 
streets  from  one    apothecary    to   another 
in  order  to  purcha.se   small   qua'itities   of 
ether,  as  the  large  quantities  which  he  at 
last  found  requisite  to   produce   complete 
narcosis  were  not   permitted  to   be   sold. 
In  fact  he  had  reached  the  point   of  con- 
suming from    two    to    two    and    a    half 
pounds  of  ether  daily.     Driven  from   his 
abode  through  the  disgust  given  to   other 
lodgers  by  the  smell  of  the  ether,  and  re- 
fused supplies  by  the  apothecaries,  he  be- 
came a  wandering  wretch,  seeking  shelter 
whe'-e  he  could,  until  at  last  his  exhaust- 
ed power  compelled  him  to  accept  the  aid 
of  the  ho.ipital.

An  incident  in  his  early  life   is   a  key- 
note to  every  after   occurrence.     He  had 
an  intimate  friend   in  the   army,  now  liv- 
ing (and  who  will  recognize  the  sad  truth- 
fulness of  this  tale,)   who  was  engaged  to 
a  most  beautiful  girl,  the  pride  and  idol  of 
her  fiancee,  and  the   general    admiration 
of  all  who  knew  her.     To    her    personal 
loveliness  she  added  a  thousand  nameless 
charms,  which   captured  the   ever-roving 
fancy  of  Barton    Key,   and  added  him  to 
her  list  of  lovers,  although  he  was  subtle 
enough  to  know  his  affection  wa.s  doomed 
to  receive  no  return,  and  that  his  bosom 
friend  was  the  successful  suitor.     Imper- 
ative   army  orders    sent  the   f   lend  far 
away,    and    he    entreated    Ket   with  his 
farewell  breath  to  look   after    his    sweet- 
heart, and  to  sec  that  she   wanted    noth- 
ing during  his  involuntary  absence. 

Key  obeyed  his  friend  beyond   the  let- 
ter;   for   more  delicate   attentions   were 
never  before  received    by    any    woman, 
and,  as  he  succeeded  in   intercepting   let- 
ters between  the  lovers,   he   soon    added 
the  mission  of  comforter  to  his  other  du- 
ties.    By    adroitness    and    address,    he 
made  each  believe  the  other  faithless,  and 
when  the  seeds  of    distrust    were    most 
thoroughly  sown,  and  the  feeling  of  pique 
and  resentment  crushed    the  first  throbs 
of  sorrow  and  agony,  he  pressed  his  siiit, 
and  won  an  unloving  and  inditferant  brids 
to  his  arms.     His   efforts   to  kindle   one 
spark  of  interest  or  enthusiasm    in    the 
breast  of  his  wife   proving   unsuccessful, 
in  a  fit  of  rage  and  disappointment  he  told 
her  that  he   had   sown   discord   between 
herself  and  her  only  lover,   that   he  had 
destroyed  their    mutual    correspondence, 
and  she  had  been  fool  enough    to    believe 
all  that  had  been  told    her.       From    the 
time  of  this  disclosure,  the  beautiful   wo- 
man grew  whiter  and  more   lily-like,    un- 
til one  day  she  folded  her   slendor  hands 
and  closed  her  tired  eyes,   and   awoke  in 
that  heaven  \vhere  the  weary  are  at   rest. 
After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Key  seem- 
ed to  embark  on  a   career  of  utter   reck- 
lessness, pursuing  women  with  only  a  de- 
sire lor  their  ultimate  ruin.     The  melting 
dark  eyes  and  prettily    molded    figure  of 
the  petite  Mrs.  Sickles  caught   the   rest- 
less eyes  of  the  hbertine,  and  he  resolved 
on  her  destruction  ;  he  met  her  constant- 
ly ;  if  she  was  walking,  he  joined  her ;   if 
she  rode,  h«  would  stop  the  carriage  and 
seat  himself  by  her   side,  with  the   confi- 
dent effrontery  of  a  man  who   knows   his 
company  is   agieeable   to   ladies.       Mrs 
Sickles  was  young,  beautiful  and   not  un- 
moved  by   the   fascinations  of  the    man 
who  constantly  sought  her  company,  and 


day  after  day  this  fiend  would  sit  in  the 
Park,  opera  gla&s  in  hand,  and  watch  the 
windows  of  that  fateful  mansion,  until 
the  unhappy  mistress  would  make  her 
appearance  and  signal  with  her  handker- 
chief that  she  knew  he  was  waiting  for 
her,  and  very  soon  afterwards  a  veiled 
lady  would  be  seen  wending  her  way  to- 
wards the  little  gray  house  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  city. 

At  last  the  husband  was  aroused,  and 
he  !^aw  as  one  from  whose  eyes  the  scales 
had  fallen.  He  confronted  his  wife,  and 
she  confessed  to  him  the  whole  tale,  from 
its  unhappy  beginning  to  criminal  end, 
and  bade  him  watch  for  the  appearance 
of  !t«y  and  his  signals.  The  enraged  hus- 
band "waited  only  long  enough  to  witness 
the  approach  of  his  enemy,  when,  seizing 
his  hat  and  revolver,  he  rushed  into  the 
bright  sunshine  of  a  pleasant  afternoon, 
through  the  Park,  filled  with  pleasure 
strollers,  and  fired  shot  after  shot  at  Key, 
who,  terrified,  ran  towards  the  rlub-house, 
but  fell  bleeding  from  numerons  Avounds 
at  the  foot  of  an  oak  tree  near  the  side- 
walk. 

The  miserable  man  was  picked  up  and 
carried  into  the  club-room  where  he 
shortly  afterwards  died,  and  went  to 
make  such  peace  as  was  possible  with  his 
God.  The  tree  against  which  the  mur- 
dered man  fell  was  literally  chipped  to 
pieces  by  the  crowds  of  f relic-hunters 
who  flocked  to  the  city  after  the  tragedy 
and  who  years  afterward  vi-ited  the  va- 
rious points  of  interest  connected,with  the 
ca  use  cdtbre. . 

Sickles  was  confined  in  the  old  prison, 
near  the  City  Hall,  where  his  little  daugh- 
ter, then  about  5  years  old,  a  sensitive 
little  creature,  with  long  golden  ringlets 
and  large  thoughtful  eyes,  was  daily 
brought,  until  the  agony  of  visiting  her 
father  in  his  imprisonment  was  so  great 
that  it  was  decided  best  never  to  bring 
her  there  again. 

The  mother  was  carried  home  by  her 
friends,  and,  to  evince  her  humility  and 
sense  of  degredation,  bar  bed  bed  made 
on  the  floor,  refusing  to  sleep  on  any- 
thing more  pretensions  than  the  simplest 
pallet. 

Sickles  was  really  infatuated  with  his 
wife,  and,  notwithstanding  her  unfaithful- 
ness to  him.  after  a  little  while  he 
brought  her  secretly  back  to  Wa.shington, 
and  they  lived  together  in  the  house  just 
back  of  the  new  Republican  building. 
Mrs.  Sickles  never  making  her  appearance 
outside  the  house  until  she  was  carried 
thence  never  to  return  in  the  flesh.  This 
was  the  story  told  me  by  an  old  Wa.sh- 
ingtonian,  as  we  strolled  along,  taking  in 
the  beauty  of  the  clear  blue  sky,  budding 
trees,  casting  their  lacy  shadows  over  the 
gra.ss  as  green  as  green  could  be,  and,  as 
it  interested  me,  although  by  no  means 
an  unfamilar  tale,  I  take  the  liberty  of 
writing  it  to  you. 

But,  let  me  add,  Sickles'  sorrows  were 
not  deep  enough  to  prevent  his  making  a 
second  matrimonial  attempt,  and  two 
winters  ago  ho  appeared  at  different 
scenes  of  gayety  accompanied  by  an  ex- 
quisitely beautiful  Spanish  bride,  whose 
loveliness  awoke  murmurs  of  admiration 
wherever  she  moved. 


POPULATION. 

As  the  State  will  take  a  census  of   its 
population  in  the  month  of    June,   when 
our  numbers  can  be  definitely  ascertained, 
I  will  not  elaborate  this  division  of  my 
report.     The  school  census  taken  in  1874, 
showed  that  there  were  980  more   school- 
able     children    than     in    1873.     Those 
children  are  1  in  2.90  of  the   whole  popu- 
lation, so  multiplying  these  two  factors  we 
have  2,842.     During  last  year     West  St. 
Paul  was  annexed  to  this   city.      Its  en- 
tire population  was  carefully   ascertained 
at  the  time  of  taking  its  school  census, 
and  found  to  be  1,478,  the  two  giving  to 
St.  Paul  an  addition  of  4,320  souls.     Au- 
gust the  15th  is  about  the  average  date  of 
the  school   census.      The   population   of 
this  city  August  15, 1873,  was  shown   to 
be  36,209.     The  above  dafa  would  lead  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  approaching  June 
census  will  fix    our    population  at  from 
40,000  to  42,000.

MANUFACTURES. 

While  we  are  justly  anxious  to  add  to 
our  manufacturing  importance,  weshould 
bear  in  mind  that  we  have  made  rapid 
strides  in  that  direction  during  the  la^v 
five  years.  The  expansibility  of  our 
market  is  evidenced  from  the  fact  that 
while  in  1873  but  305  of  the  Elward  Har- 
vesters were  manufactured  here,  in  1874 
there  were  made  2,239  of  tho.se  reapers. 
I  present  a  comparison  with  the  statistics 
taken  from  the  United  States  census  o 
1870,  which,  though  not  full,  will  give  a 
close  approximation  to  the  truth.  As  in 
that  census,  I  include  railroad  shops  aud 
newspaper  offices  under  the  head  of  man- 
facturing  establishments,  and  the  work- 
men employed  therein  as  persons  em- 
ployed in  manufacturing.

WHEAT. 

In  the  amount  of  this  staple  and  aver- 
age per  acre,  Minnesota  leads  all  the 
States,  except  California,  and  in  the  cf.r- 
tainty  of  the  crop  has  no  equal.  The 
largest  crop  was  that  of  1873,  which  ag- 
gregated 27,969,095  bushels.  For  the  last 
15  years  the  highest  yield  per  acre  was 
22.07  bushels  in  1865,  the  lowest  12.28 
bushels  in  1811,  the  average  for  that 
period  being  17.22  bushels  per  acre.  Sev- 
eral whole  townships  have  averaged  25, 
30,  and  even  40  bushels  per  acre,  numer- 
ous single  fields  exceeding  even  the  high- 
est of  these  yields. 

OATS. 

The  largest  crop  of  oats  raised  in  the 
State  was  in  1873,  being  13,084,764  bush- 
els, an  average  of  34.25  bushels  per  acre, 
which  has  been  the  average  maintained 
for  the  past  six  years,  an  average  sur- 
passed by  no  Statein   the  Union. 

CORN. 

The  com  crop  of  1873  was  7,182,370, 
being  a  few  thousand  bushels  in  excess  of 
any  previous  crop.  The  average  per 
acre  for  the  past  six  years  was  33.43 
bushels,  the  lowest  being  30.73  bushel.s, 
the  highest  37.33.  The  high  average  and 
marked  uniformity  of  yield  refutes  the 
assertion  that  Minnesota  is  too  far  north 
for  the  profitable  cultivation  of  corn. 
Ohio,  the  queen  of  the  corn  States,  aver- 
aged for  twenty  years  32.66  per  acre, 
which  is  only  1.68  bushels  above  the  aver- 
age of  Minnesota  for  the  past  nine  years. 

AVERAGE   OF   CROPS. 

For  the  past  six  years  barley  has  aver- 
aged 26.13  bushels  per  acre,  rye  17.71 
bushels,  buckwlieat  16.15,  and  potatoes 
for  the  last  three  years  106.13  bushels. 

MANUFACTURERS. 

The  annual  value  of  products  of  manu- 
factures in  Minnesota  rose  from  $3,373,172 
in  1860,  to  S23,30I.l47  in  1870.  Taking 
this  city  as  a  test,  and  those  vaiux^s  have 
doubled  since  1870. 

Population  of  the  State  has  increased 
from  6,077  in  1850.  to  600,000  in  1874. 
Within  the  same  time  the  population  of 
the  city  has  changed  from  840  to  over 
40,000. 

Railroads  in  1862  aggregated  but  10 
miles,  now  1,950  miles,  a  larger  number  in 
proportion  to  the  population  than  any 
other  State  of  equal  age. 

PUBLIC   LANDS. 

Fully  one-half,  (25,850,380  acres)  of  the 
State  is  yet  open  to  homestead  and  pre- 
emption entries.

A  Few  Words  to  Feeble  and  Delicate 
li'omeu.

Knowing  that  you  are  subject  to  a  very  great 
amount  oi    biifferintr,   that  delicacy   on   your 
part  has  a  strong  tendency  to  prolong,  aud  the 
longer  it  is  neglected  the  more  you  have  to  en-

The  above  exhibit  of  our  wholesale 
bu.siness  is  full  of  significance  and  encour- 
agement. 1874  was  a  year  of  prevailing 
hard  times ;  nearly  every  individual  re- 
sorted to  unusual  economy,  grasshoppers 
visited  some  of  the  newer  portions  of  the 
State,  which  with  a  few  local  droughts, 
reduced  our  gre^t  staple  crop  (wheat) 
from  27,969,095  bushels  in  1873to  21,650,- 
000  bushels  in  1874;  grain  ruled  so  low 
that  well-to-do  farmers  withheld  it  from 
market;  yet,  notwithstandine  all  those 
drawbacks,  our  jobbing  sales  decreased 
but  893,057.

A  powder  mill  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  exploded 
on  the  19th  and  killed  three  men. 

Very  disastrous  fires  are  raging  in  the  woods 
around  Port  Jeavis,  N.  Y.  Both  fire  and  flood 
have  already  scourged  that  town  this  year. 

Despatches  from  Tyrone,  Pennsylvania,  of 
*e  20th,  report  a  terrible  fire  in  Os-'eola,  Pa., 
by  which  over  two  millions  worth  of  property 
was  destrove.l,  and  twelve  hundred  people 
made  homeless,  and  the  fire  burning  beyond 
all  human  control.  Far  around,  on  every 
Bide,  fires  were  raging  in  the  woods,  so  that 
all  aid  was  cut  off.  The  towns  of  Mahony 
City,  Honesville,  Shenandoah  and  others  were 
reported  m  very  great  danger.  The  whole 
country  wis  wild  with  excitement 

A  fire  at  South  Norwalk,  Conn.,  ^esiroyed 
over  a  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  property. 

Tho  first  estimates  of  the  disaster  at  Osceola, 
Pa  ,  prove  not  to  have  been  exaggerated— 360 
houpes  were  destroyed  there  The  town  of 
Hanlsdale,  containing  over  900  inhabitants, 
was  entirely  destroyed,  together  with  Parson- 
villc,  a  snail  village  six  miles  away. 

A  dispatch  from  Milford,  Pa  ,  «<ay8  the  forest 
fires  are  sweeping  over  ten  out  of  eleven  town-

The  mountain  fires  in  Pennsylvania  are  still 
raging,  destroying  everj  thing  in  their  way. 
Hundreds  of  miners'  homes  have  beenbnrned, 
besides  a  large  number  of  saw  mills  and  vast 
quantities  ot  lumber.  Only  a  rain  storm  can 
check  the  destruction ,  and  that  must  come 
soon  or  there  will  be  nothing  left  to  save.  The 
loss  in  Carbon  county  alone  is  stated  at  half  a 
million  dollars. 

The  horses  in  a  number  of  the  stables  in  St. 
Louis  have  been  attacked  by  a  disease 
strongly  resembling  'lerebro  spinal  meningitis, 
a  number  of  cases  proving  fatal.  Veterinary 
surgeons  apprehend  a  spread  of  the  disease 
similar  to  that  of  the  epiiooty . 

A  telegram  from  Kansas  City,  Mo.  says  that 
city  has  been  taken  by  grasshoppers,  and  that 
they  have  already  done  great  dam»ge.  Trench- 
es are  being  dug,  and  millions  are  destroyed ; 
but  nothing  can  stop  tbe  pests  in  their 
march.

He  hung  the  Al- 
calde and  afterwards  shot  Senor  Trerino.  and 
next  day  Cartina  received  an  order  to  re- 
pbrt  at  the  city  of  Mexico  for  duty.  He  de- 
clined to  obey,  stating  that  his  resignation  hsd 
been  forwarded  to  the  oroper  officer,  and  his 
friends  heldliustification  for  him.  Tlie  dispatch 
.says  Capt.  McNally'H  comj^any  is  stationed  at 
Edinbnrg.

Tho  Chicago  papers  contain  detailed  ac- 
counts of  Mrs.  Lincoln's  insanity.  The 
testimony  of  the  following  witnesses  is  a 
fair  sample  of  what  was  elicited  in  court : 

Edward  Isham  testified  that  he  was  a  law 
partner  with  Robert  Lincoln  ;  had  been  with 
fiini  about  two  years  ;  about  the  12tli  ot  last 
March  he  received  a  telegram  from  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln from  Jacksonville,  Florida,  as  follows  : 

"To  Edward  Isham,  664  Wabash  avenue  :  I 
am  persuaded  that  my  son  is  ill.  Telegraph 
me  without  delay.  I  leave  for  Chicago  as  soon 
as  I  receive  your  telegram." 

Witness  went  to  Robeit's  home  and  the  two 
went  to  the  telegraph  office  and  telegraphed  to 
her  that  she  had  a  wrong  impression ;  that  her 
son  was  well ;  witness  received  teveral  more 
telegrams  of  a  similar  nature  from  her,  one  ot 
which,  although  addressed  to  him,  read  as 
though  addressed  to  her  son :  "My  dearly  be- 
loved son ;  rouse  yourself  and  live  for  my  sake. 
From  this  moment  all  I  have  is  vours.  Live 
for  your  mother.  Deliver  without  fail." 
Tracing  disratchcs  were  sent  by  Robert  and 
witness  ana  tiie  manager  of  the  telegraph  of- 
fices at  Jacksonville,  and  to  intei  mediate 
Eaints  between  that  city  and  Chicago,  so  that 
obert  was  kept  advise'd  of  her  whereabout-s 
from  the  time  she  started  for  home  until  her 
arrival  in  this  city  ;  another  dispatch  was  re- 
ceived by  witness,  which  read  as  follows  : 

'I  start  lor   Chicago   to-night.      You   shall 
have  money  as  80«m  as  I  arrive."' 

ROBERT  UNCOLK 

being  sworn,  corroborated  the  statements  ol 
the  preceding  witness ;  had  no  idea  what  caus- 
ed the   excitement  in    Florida   unless  it  was 
mental  aberration  ;  did  not  know  that  she  had 
seen  a  paragraph  in  onef'f  the  papers  :  witness 
iievf  r  iirtded  any  of  her  money  ;  on  the  con- 
trary he  had  some  of  her  money  ;  she  sent  a 
letter  to  him  for  money,  and  he  sent  her  t3T5  ; 
he  met  her  at  the  dejwt  wlien  she  came  home; 
she  seem*  d  somewhat  startled  at  seeing  him ; 
witness  gathered  his  handsful  of  her  bags  and 
requested  her  to   come  with    him  to  the  car- 
riage ;  she  had  been  on  the  road  72  hours,  and 
wajs  very    tired ;  he    wanted    her  to  go    to  his 
house,  but  she  refused,  saying  she  was  going 
to  the  Grand  Pacific  ;    she    acted  strangely  ; 
she  said  some  rebel    had    poisoned    her    the 
morning  after  she  started ;  she  requested  wit- 
ness to  uccupy  a  room  at  the  Grand  Pacific  as 
her  guest,  wuich  offer  he  accepteJ,  his  wile  be- 
ing absent    irom  the    city ;  every    nigot   she 
came  to  his  door  in  her  night  dress  and  knock- 
ed ;  witness  would  get  up  and  go  to  the  door 
and  tell  her  go  back ;  witness  told    her  after 
awhile  that  ifshe    did    not    stop   such    i)n>- 
ceedings  he  should  leave  the  hotel ;  one  night 
she  came  to  his  room    and    he    let    her    in ; 
she  wanted  to  sleep  in  his  room  the  rest  of  the 
night ;  he  allowed  lier  to  sleep  in  his  bed  and 
he  laid  down  upon  me  sora,  uutmvoming  wit- 
ness came  np  to  the  hotel  to  see  his  mother, 
being  somewhat  anxious  about  her ;  he  met 
her  111  the  hall,  and  she  was  determined  to  go 
down  the  elevator ;  she  was  carelessly  dressed; 
he  told  lier  he  ^vishetl  to  burrow   some   money 
from  her,  as  an    excuse  to  detain  her  iu  her 
room  ;  she  said  she  wanted  to  see  Mr.  Turner 
first,  and  then  she    would    see   him;    witness 
turned  about,  and  when  he  looked  for  her 
again  she  was  going  down  the  elevator;    he 
went  to  the  door  and  called  the  elevator  back 
again  ;  he  tried  to  persuade  her  to  return  to 
her  room,  but  she  refused  ;  witness  tlieu  com- 
pelled her  to  return  by  fcrce  ;    she  was  afraid 
witness    was    going   to   kill     her   then,  and 
screamed  for  help ;  she  did  not    want  Maggie 
Gavin  to  leave  her  ;  she  said  she  expected  her 
pocket-book  back  at  3  o'clock;  witness  asked 
where  it  wa«,  and  she  said  the  man  who  had 
been  talking  with  her   througli  the  wall  had 
got  it,  and  would  bring  it    b»ick  at   .3  o'clock  ; 
witness  told  her  she  ought  to  know  she  was 
out  of  her  head.

How  Sbe  Was    I^otltled 
ceedlnffk. 

(From  the  Chicago  Times,  May  21.) 

There  was  no  strategy  n.sed  in  taking  Mrs. 
Lincoln  to  the  insane  asylum ;  neither  was 
there  anv  force  required  to  bring  her  into 
court  on  Wednesday.  To  Hon.  Leonard  Swett 
is  ascribed  the  credit  of  effecting  n  quirt  and 
unceremonious  proveeding  from  beginning  to 
end.  When  Robert  Lincoln  first  decided  to 
deprive  his  mother  of  her  liberty  temjxjrarily, 
he  cast  about  lor  a  suitable  person  to  conduct 
the  case  for  him.  He  had  relatives  living  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  SUte,  l^ut  when  he 
called  upon  them  to  assist  liim  in  the  delicate 
operation,  they  declined  from  sensitivenenss. 
Judge  Davis,  an  old-time  friend  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  of  the  family,  was  appealed  to,  but 
he,  too,  shrank  from  ihe  delicate  task,  r  o  one 
alter  another  of  those  who  were  looked  to  to 
undertake  the  unpleasant  duty,  either  h-om 
motives  of  friendship  or  respect,  declined  the 
task,  and  finally  >lr.  Swett,  who  had  known 
the  unfortunate  lafiy  and  her  husband  welland 
intimately  in  briKht^r  days,  resolved  to  under- 
take it.  'So  he  arranged  that  Rol>ert  should 
aliseiit  himself  from  his  mother,  and  leave  her 
entire  management  to  Mr.  Swett.  The  latter 
then  drove  to  the  Grand  Pacific,  and  arrived 
just  iu  time  to  .see  Mrs.  Lincoln  come  in,  fol 
lowed  by  a  driver  with  an  armlul  of  packages, 
which  hV  was  about  taking  to  her  room.  Mr. 
Swett  followed,  and  as  the  haikman  entered 
the  door,  the  follower  pushed  his  wayiu  also. 
He  was  met  by  Mrs.  Lincoln,  who  iiade  him 
a  hearty  welcome.  He  told  her  he  wns  glad  to 
see  her,  but  that  lie  was  the  harbinger  of  bad 
news.  The  p<x>r  lady  looked  at  him  implor- 
ingly, as  she  exclaimed,  "My  son !  Is  Robert 
dead  ?" 

Mr.  Swett  answered  that  Rol)ert  was  not 
dead,  but  that  he  was  well.  "But,"  said  he, 
"you  are  insp.ne."  He  thought  it  the  b^ttrv 
course  to  pursue,  to  come  out  bold-faced  in  tlie 
matter,  teil  her  the  truth,  treat  her  like  a  lady, 
gently  vet  firmly,  and  rely  upon  her  lietter  in- 
stincts prompting  her  to  acquiesce  with  her 
friends  in  the  arrangements. 

Said  she,  "Is  it  possible  that  you,  Mr.  Swe.'t, 
a  friend  to  my  po»ir  husban^i,  sliould  seek  to 
place  me  in  an  insane  a*ivlum  ?" 

"Yes,"  said  Mr.  Swett,  "I  want  to  put  you 
iu  an  asylum." 

"I  cannot  believe  it;  you  are  no  friend  ol 
mine,  if  you  desire  to  deprive  me  of  my  liber- 
ty,' said  the  unhappv  lady. 
"  Sir.  Swett  employed  all  his  faculties  in  en- 
deavoring to  persuade  her  that  it  was  all  lor  the 
best.  He  reassured  and  argued  with  her;  said 
that  he  was  afraid  to  trust  her  alone  any  lon- 
ger. She  asked  him  what  he  was  af-aid  she 
would  do.  "That  you  will  jump  from  the  win- 
dow," said  he.  In  due  course  of  time  he  had 
so  far  succeeded  in  the  movement  that  she 
consented  to  go  anvwhere  with  him  that  he 
might  dicUte.  "But,"  said  she,  "1  have  been 
out  shopping  and  have  come  home  with  my 
dre.ss  all  mud.  You  certainly  would  not  lilie 
me  to  go  into  court  looking'  as  I  do  now,  and 
you  would  not  subject  me  to  the  humiliation 
of  changing  my  clothing  while  you  are  iu  the 
room  ?" 

Mr.  Swett  was  determined  not  to  leave  the 
room  under  anv  circumstances,  and  thf  ruse 
ot  the  lady  did  liot  avail.  He  told  her  that  he 
should  not  leave  tbe  room.  She  again  asked 
what  he  was  afraid  of,  and  again  he  told  her  he 
thought  she  would  jump  out  the  window  or  do 
anv  other  rash  thing  that  might  suggest  itself. 
"What  shall  I  do  V^  He  told  her  there  was  a 
closet  into  which  she  might  go  and  change  her 
dress  Thither  she  went,  and  in  a  short  time 
returned  to  the  room,  apparently  satisfied  with 
her  toilet,  but  did  not  munifest  any  haste  to  be 
gone  She  was  quite  angry  with  Mr.  Swett. 
He  told  her  his  own  carriage  was  at  tho  door 
of  the  hotel,  and  waiting  for  her.  He  said  his 
wile  would  have  accompanied  him,  but  she 
feared  it  might  be  an  indelicacy  for  her  to 
do  so. 

Finally,  with  much  persuasion,  he  succeed- 
ed iu  geiting  her  into  hiscai-riage,  and  she  was 
driven  over  to  the  county  court  ro»)m,  where 
her  son,  Mr.  Arnold,  and  others  of  h»r  Iriends 
were  awaiting  her  arrival.  In  passing  out  ol 
the  hotel  from    her  loom    to  the    carnage  Mr. 


dear  madam,  that  your  brain  has  stood  it  so 
long.  I  sympathize  with  you  deeply,  bnt  we 
all  believe  it  to  be  the  best  that  you  should  be 
pl*r^d  in  sonie  safe  position,  where  you  will 
receive  proper  care  and  treatment.  I  want  you 
to  see  it  in  that  light  yourseli,  and  become  re- 
conciled to  the  wishes  of  your  friends,  who 
wish  you  nothing  but  gooS.  I  want  you  to 
feel  that  We  are  your  friends-that  I  am  your 
friend." 

She  said,  "You  are  no  friend  to  me,   if  you 
want  to  put  me  in  an  insane  asylum." 

Later  in  the  day,  however,  she  became  more 
reconciled,  and  lier  manner  betokened  that  she 
freelv  forrave  both  Robert  and  Mr.  Swett  for 
the  partlhey  had  acted.  She  even  clung  to  the 
latter  as  a  protector,  and  by  her  wishes  he  ac- 
companied her  to  the  depot  last  evening  in  his 
private  carriage,  with  her  scm.  As  the  day 
wore  away  she  became  more  cheerful.  She 
knew  where  she  was  going  to,  and  the  treat- 
ment she  would  be  siibjected  to,  and  her  only 
anxiety  appeared  to  be  when  she  would  be  re- 
leased, tfhe  questioned  Mr.  Swett  closely  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  and  asked  him  who 
should  decide.  He  told  her  he  would  prob- 
ably be  the  one  to  decide  himself  '-Then  " 
said  she,  "when  will  you  let  me  oome  out  T" 
He  told  her  she  should  be  set  at  liberty  as  soon 
as  she  was  well  enough  to  take  care  of  herself 
Yesterday  the  856,000  in '^1  bonds  which 
she  liad  in  "her  possession  were  obtained  froni 
her,  according  to  a  promise  to  Mr.  Swett  in 
the  court  room  Wednesday.  That  day  she 
made  the  excuse  for  not  yielding  them  np 
that  she  oould  not  conveniently  get  at  them, 
but  would  give  them  to  Mr.  Swett  on  the 
following  day  at  the  hotel.  Also,  a  large  quan- 
titv  of  the  goods  and  valuables  which  slie  had 
purchased  were  yesterday  taken  back  by  the 
parties  from  whom  the  purchases  were  made. 
She  had  in  her  possession  over  40  pairs  of  lace 
curtains,  besides  jewelry  in  ^jreat  abundance— 
all  purchases  made  by  her  since  she  has  been 
at  the  Grand  Pacific.  A  number  of  the  articles 
*ere  secreted  by  her  in  the  wash-room  ad- 
joining ner  sleeping  apartments. 

A  strong  Irish  woman  was  placed  to  watch 
her  movements  in  the  room  with  her,  with 
strict  orders  not  to  allow  her  to  leave  the  room 
under  any  pretext  whatsoever.  One  of  Pin- 
kerton's  preventive  policemen  was  also  sta- 
tioned at  the  door  outside,  with  instructions 
to  watch  her  movements  closely.  Yet,  not- 
withstanding all  thLs  precaution,  the  wily  pris- 
oner managed  to  escape,  and  went  below.  She 
was  missed  shortly  alter  her  de- 
parture, but  whether  she  had  gone  the  serv- 
ant-g  rl  knew  not.  Tlie  latter  was  in  an 
agony  of  fear  and  suspense  until  her  return,  a 
quarter  or  a  lialf  hour  latfr.  However,  she 
eluded  all  questions,  and  gave  evasive  answers 
to  all  inquiries  made  as  to  her  whereabouts. 

She  met  Mr.  Swett  and  Robert  pleasantly, 
and  apjjeared  quite  arable.  Mr.  Swett  took 
the  sci-vant  to  task  about  the  escape  of  Mrs. 
Lincoln,  and  she  confessed  tliat  the  unfortu- 
nate lady  had  outwitted  her,  although  she  had 
tried  to  do  her  dntv. 

Where  Mrs.  Lincoln  went  and  what  she  did 
will  be  found  below. 

The  patient  was  to  leave  for  the  Bellevue 
hospit..!.  at  Batavia.  on  the  8:16  express  of  the 
Ncrthwesteru  road,  and  by  that  time 
everything  was  iu  readineu«  It  was 
arranged  that  Mr.  Swett  should 
take  her  to  the  depot  in  his  car- 
riage, and  at  the  appointed  time  Mrs.  Lincoln, 
her  son,  and  Mr.  Swett  proceeded  to  the  train. 
She  was  allowed  to  Uke  all  the  Lavage  she 
wished  with  her,  aud  she  accodii'giy  took 
some  five  trunks  .along;  besides  these,  nearly  a 
dozen  more  are  to  be  sent  iu  a  few  days.  Her 
sou  told  her  she  should  not  be  deprived  of  any 
comfort  which  money  could  buy  while  out 
there.  She  said  she  liked  the  country  and 
would  enjoy  staying  there,  provided  she  could 
have  carriages  and  luxuries. 

Mr.  Swett  left  her  in  charge  of  Robert 
at  the  train,  and  returned  home.  Her  son, 
Hon.  I.  N.  Arnold,  and  Dr.  Patterson,  who  is  at 
the  head  of  the  Bellevue  asylum,  accompanied 
her  to  Batavia.  At  her  parting  with  Mr  Swett.she 
shook  him  warmly  by  the  hand,  and,  still 
clasping  it,  made  nim  promise  that  he  would 
soou  visit  her.  He  told  her  that  himself  and 
wife  would  lie  out  to  see  her  in  about  ten  days 
at  farthest.  She  said  :  "Don't  wait  ten  days; 
come  next  w*ek." 

The  car  in  which  the  party  took  transporta- 
tion was  the  elegant  special  car  of  the  directors 
of  the  road,  proff*  red  by  them  as  a  mark  of 
courtesy  lo  Mrs.  Lincoln.  It  is  complete  in  all 
its  appointments,  inclnding  cooking  and  sleep- 
ing conveniencies. 


Crop  Prospoct*. 

Hon.  Pennock  Pusey  has  arrived  fiome 
in  St.  Paul,  from  several  months  absence, 
principally  passed  in  Wilmington,  Del., 
with  occasional  visits  to  Philadelphia  and 
New  York.  The  many  friends  of  Mr. 
Pusey  in  this  city  and  State  will  be  glad 
to  learn  that  he  has  passed  a  very  pleas- 
ant winter  and  that  he  has  been,  and  is 
now,  in  the  enjoyment  of  most  excellent 
health. 

In  a  short  conversatien  with  a  re- 
porter Mr.  Pusey  gave  a  very  dis- 
couraging report  of  the  winter  wheat 
prospects  in  the  States'  of  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  through 
which  he  passed,  based  on  his  own  per- 
sonal observation.  Field  after  field  was 
passed  as  bare  as  when  first  turned  over 
by  the  .plow,  not  a  sprig  of  grain  re- 
lieving "the  dreary  waste,  all  killed  by 
the  wet  and  cold  weather  of  the  past 
winter.  In  other  fields  there  were  here 
and  there  green  patches,  and  in  still  oth- 
ers, the  prospect  was  good  for  nearly  an 
average  crop.  Michigan  appeared  to 
have  suffered  the  least  of  the  States 
named,  and  Indiana  next,  though  in  these 
States  he  did  not  think  there  would  be  a 
half  crop,  while  in  the  others,  he  doubted 
if  the  crop  would  reach  a  third  of  the 
general  average. 

Reaching  Chicago  Mr.  Pusey  found  that 
city  greatly  excited  over  the 
subject  of  grasshoppers,  the  advance 
guards  of  which  had  already  reached  the 
city  limits,  and  were  reported  as  commit- 
ting great  havoc  with  the  grain  fields  of 
southern  Illinois.  He  is  of  the  opinion, 
however,  the  continuance  of  these  pests 
in  that  section,  or  at  any  point  ea.st  of 
the  Mississippi,  will  be  of  comparatively 
brief  duration,  from  the  fact  that  the 
birds  will  rapidly  make  way  with  a  goodly 
proportion  of  them,  and  that  the  others 
will  soon  lake  the  back  track  for  the 
great  plains  of  the  southwest  from  whence 
they  came.  Their  appearance  has,  not- 
withstanding, created  a  decided  flurry  in 
all  that  section,  and  much  anxiety  is  felt 
as  to  the  extent  of  damage  likely  to  be 
sustained  to  the  growing  crops. 

From  these  facts,  in  couneetion  with 
the  terrible  destruction  of  growing  crops 
by  the  grasshoppers  in  Missouri  and  Kan- 
sas. Mr.  Pusey  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  cut  of  grain 
this  year,  will  be  very  largely  below  that 
of  last  season,  and  that  as  a  natural  se- 
quence, there  must  soon  be  a  very  decid- 
ed advance  in  the  price  of  wheat,  and  his 
advice  to  Minnesota  farmers  who  have  not 
yet  sold  their  surplus  of  last  year's  crop, 
is  to  still  hold  on,  and  await  the  advance 
in  price  which  is  now,  he  believes,  only  a 
question  of  a  few  weeks.

NO   CITSTKR    EXPEOITIOW. 

The  following  under  date  of  Washing- 
ton, May  18,  is  clipped  from  the  Phila- 
delphia Times: 

"Mcnton  having  recently  been  made  that  a 
new  expedition  to  the  Blac"K  Hills,  under  Gen- 
er.d  Custer,  would  be  fitted  out   this  siimmer, 
numerous  applications  have  been  received  by 
ihe  Secretary  ot  War  from  persons  throughout 
the  couutry'lor  civil    positions  in  connection 
with  the  expedition,  but  it  is  not  the  design  ol 
the  War  Department  to  start  any  new  expedi- 
tion, as  such  measure  is  deemed  unnecessary." 
Remembering   that   elaborate   descrip- 
tions of  the  organization    and   proposed 
routes  of  at  least    two  military  expedi- 
tious to  the  western  Black  Hills  country 
have  been  wide'y  published,  and  this  be- 
ing the  first    contradiction  we  had   seen, 
we      called      at       Department       Head- 
quarters in  this  city  this  morning  and  bad 
the      above     confirmed      as      literally 
true.     Cicn.  Custer  is    not  to  lead  a  now 
expedition  to  the  Hills.     Gen.  Terry,  the 
Department  commander,  is  at  loss  to  know 
how  the  story  originated,  but  has  thought 
it  unnecessary  to  publicly   contradict  it, 
so  long  as  no  harm  was  resulting.      That 
is,  he  supposes  tho    public    expectation 
that  there  would  be  such  an    expedition 
arose  from  reading  Gen.   Sheridan's    let- 
ter to    Gen    Sherman,    published    some 
months  ago;    but    does    not    understand 
later  references  to  it,  since  he  knows  thai 
Gen.  Sheridan  not  only  has  not  ordered 
but  also  that  he  does   not   now    contem- 
plate such  an  expedition 
as  was  a"ggc8tcd  in   the    publication   re- 
ferred to.     Cavalry  will  be  sent  out  from 
Custer's  command  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  Indian  reservation.  The 
tenor  of  the  associated  press  use  of  Gen. 
Custer's  name  in  the  New  York  dispatch- 
es to-day  is  probably  due  to  the  press 
correspondent's  taking  it  for  granted  that 
there  was  to  be  such  an  expedition,  while 
Gen.  Cu.stcr  was  referring  only  to  move- 
ments necessary  to  keep  Black  Hills  gold 
hunters  out  of  the  Indian  country. 

The  officers  commanding  on  the  front- 
ier are  making  such  disposition  of  their 
forces  as  appears  necessary  to  prevent 
trespassing  upon  the  Indian  country,  and 
General  Custer  has  been  reinforced  so 
that  he  may  have  available  troops  to 
move  in  any  direction  necessary  to  pre- 
vent trespass.  Besides  official.scientific  and 
surveying  parties,  (Forsyth's  Yellowstone 
examination  for  instance,)  will  as  usual 
everv  year,  be  employed  in  the  Missouri 
valley  and  the  mountain  country,  pro- 
tected, when  required,  by  military  guards. 
Out  of  these  facts  may  have  grown  the 
elaborate  story  we  have  had  of  another 
Custer  expedition.  At  least  this  is  in 
consonance  with  the  guarded  official  con- 
tradiction. 

But  when  we  recall  what  our  Bismarck 
correspondent  has  said  of  the  prepara- 
tions, the  assignment  of  troops,  the  ap- 
pointment of  Prof.  Phelps  to  the  scien- 
tific corps,  ete.,  we  are  still  puzzled. 
There's  a  conundrum  behind,  for  the  so- 
lution of  which  we  wait.  Meanwhile  we 
are  at  liberty  to  guess—that  Cutter 
might  have  had  another  expedition  but 
—Sheridan  is  going  to  be  married  and 
Grant  is  arranging  for  next  year's  politi- 
cal campaign.

The  Nortli  Carolina  Centennial  Cele- 
bration. 

The  opening  ceremonies  of  the  cen- 
tennial anniversary  of  the  Mecklenburg 
declaration  of  independence  was  inaugu- 
rated Wednesday,  at  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
Stores,  dwellings  and  streets  are  decora- 
ted with  flags,  flowers  and  evergreens, 
and  great  crowds  arc  gathered  from  dif- 
ferent places  in  the  State  and  from  South  ^ 
Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Virginia,  to  unite 
in  the  opening  exercises  of  the  centennial. 
The  day  could  hardly  have  been  more 
ausoicious.  By  noon  a  numerous  throng 
had  gathered  at  Independence  Squaru  to 
witness  the  hoisting  of  the  stars  and 
stripes.  As  the  flag  reached  the  summit 
tho  band  struck  up  the  air,  "The  Old 
North  State,"  and  enthusiastic  shouts 
rent  the  air.  When  the  music  ceased 
Mayor  Johnson  addressed  the  multitude 
in  a  patriotic  speech.  Gov.  Brogden  then 
made  a  brief  patriotic  address,  and  wel- 
comed, in  the  name  of  North  Carolina, 
the  citizens  of  all  States  to  the  celebra- 
tion. At  the  conclusion  of  the  Governor's 
speech  38  guns,  representing  the  38  States 
of  the  Union,  were  fired,  which  termina- 
ted the  exercLses. 

Thursday  the  city  was  well  nigh  filled 
with  visitors,  many  of  them  gentlemen  of 
distinction,  from  North  Carolina  and 
other  States.  The  streets  were  filled  with 
firemen  and  military,  and  dres  "ed  in  their 
attractive  uniforms.  Flags  were  float- 
ing not  only  from  buildings  in  the  princi- 
pal parts  ot  the  city,  but  from  flag  staffs 
in  the  different  places,  and  there  is  an 
air  of  festivity  abroad  everywhere. 
Every  train  which  arrived  during  the 
night  was  crowded  with  visitors,  and 
thousands  walked  the  streets  for  the 
whole  night,  either  from  choice  or  neces- 
sity. Every  house  in  the  city  was  packed 
with  visitors,  and  it  is  estimated  there 
were  not  less  than  forty  thousand  visi- 
tors present. 

The  following  programme  was  observed 
during  the  day  :  One  hundred  guns  at 
sunrise;  ringing  of  city  bells;  proces- 
sion at  9  o'clock  a  m.,  marching  through 
the  principal  streets  of  the  city,  under 
charge  of  the  chief  and  assistant  marshals; 
military  companies;  fire  companies;  ma- 
sonic lodges  ;  Odd  Fellows;  Knights  of 
Pythias;  Good  Templars;  Patrons  of 
Husbandry;  county  organizations,  other 
associations  of  the  city,  county  and 
State,  and  citizens  ;  press  organizations; 
the  various  centennial  committees,  ac- 
companied by  bands  of  music, 
and  their  special  banners 

emblems  and  insignia.  In  carriages, 
the  Governor  of  North  Carolina;  Gover- 
nors of  other  States;  United  States  Sena- 
tors, and  supreme  and  superior  court 
judges  of  North  Carolina;  mayor  of  the 
city  and  other  invited  guests;  chaplain, 
orators  and  readers,  accompanied  by  the 
commissioners.  The  procession  was  over 
a  mile  long,  and  nothing  grander  has  ever 
taken  place  on  the  soil  of  North  Carolina. 
The  exercises  at  the  fair  grounds  opened 
with  prayer,  after  which  the  Mecklenberg 
declaration  of  independence  was  read,  fol- 
lowed by  an  address  by  Hon.  John  Kerr. 
At  Nashville,  T«nn.,  the  centennial  was 
celebrated  with  spirit,  notwithstanding  a 
heavy  rain.  At  the  agricultural  fair  eio- 
qeni  and  patriotic  speeches  were  deliver- 
ed byex-Gov.  Brown  and  Wm.  G.  Beyor, 
which  were  enthusiastically  applauded. 
They  advocated  the  union  of  the  Iwhole 
country  in  sustaining  the  be.st  government 
known  among  men.  The  mayor  of  the 
city,  Hon.  M.  B.  Hcwell,  read  the  Meck- 
lenberg declaration  of  independence.  Ex- 
Gov.  Foote,  Gov.  Porter,  and  other  dis- 
tinguished persons  were  present.  The 
public  schools  were  closed,  and  the  stars 
and  stripes  displayed  all  over  the  city. 
Many  sociaties  had  local  celebrations  of 
their  own  at  places  other  than  the  fair 
grounds. 

WIsconvIn  make«  a  Ilaul  of  Swamp 
Lands. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  re- 
versed a  decision  of  hi.s,  from  which  an 
appeal  was  taken  in  behalf  of  the  State  of 
Wisconsin,  that  it  had  no  claim,  under 
the  grant  of  1850,  to  the  swamp  lands  in- 
cluded by  subsequent  treaties  in  the  In- 
dian reservation.  The  Secretary  decioes 
that  Wisconsin  had  a  title  to  the  swamp 
lands  in  all  of  said  tracts  which  could  be 
divested.  The  decision  secures  to  the 
State,  for  the  benefit  of  its  swamp  land 
and  normal  school  funds,  about  180,000 
acres.  The  claim  was  made  and  has  been 
pushed  to  a  favorable  issue  for  the  State, 
by  Gen.  J.  M.  Rusk,  member  of  Congress 


nira.  Oates  Pablisbea  a  Clroular. 

[From  the  Chicago  Tribune,  May  16th.] 
Mrs.  Oates'  troubles  have  become  the 
theme  of  much  discussion  in  theatri- 
cal circles.  Finding  herself  deeply  in- 
jured by  the  version  of  the  stoiy  given  to 
the  public  through  the  newspapers  by 
Mr.  Tracy  Titus,  her  husband,  she  ap- 
peals to  the  newspapers  to  publish  a 
circular  which  she  has  sent  round.

I|i  announcing  the  close  of  my  long  en- 
gagement, and  bidding  farewell  to  beauti- 
ful San  Francisco,  the  kind  friends  of  the 
press  who  have  ever  cheered  and  encour- 
aged me,  and  the  public  who  have  so  lib- 
erally patronized  me  during  my  long   so- 
joarn  in  their  midst,  I   feel    (much    as  I 
naturally  desire  to  shrink  from  notoriety) 
that  in  justice  to   myself,    my    relatives, 
and  the  members  of   my    company    who 
have  .so  nobly  stood  by  me  in  my  hour  of 
trouble,  that  I  ought  to  say  a  few  words 
explanatory  of  an  article  which  appeared 
in  a  morning  journal  ef   a    r  cent    date, 
and  again  of  yesterday,  in  which  allusion 
is  made  to  my  private  affairs  and   domes- 
tic    difficulties.     To     those  with    whom 
I       have        been        associated         dur- 
ing       my      professional      career,     and 
who  have  known  me    in    private    life,  no 
word  from  me  is    necessary;    but   to  the 
public  of  this  city,    who    know    nothing 
.save  what  they  have  hoard  or  read  in  the 
papers,   the    simple  statement    of   a  few 
facts  seems  to    ine,    under    the    circum- 
stances, both  a  justice   and  a  necessity. 
It  has  been  publicly    claimed    that    the 
union  between  Mr.    Titus  and  myself  has 
been,  up  to  within  the  past  three  months, 
one  of  even  agreement  and  pleasure;  this, 
unfortunately,   is   the   direct  opposite  to 
the  truth.     The  troubles  which   have  at- 
tained   their    consummation    here  have 
most  certainly  extended  over  a  period  of 
two  years  -  these  troubles  being   always 
of  that  unhappy  description  to  which  it 
would  be  needless    and  painful  to  give  a 
more  detailed  publicity.     So,   too,  it  has 
been  asserted  that  my  near  relatives  aud 
members  of  my  company  have  .had  much 
to  do  in  wideuing    the    breach    between 
Mr.  Titus  and  myself,  this  statement  has 
as  little  foundation  of  truth    as    the   for- 
mer.    Lastly,  with   regard  to    Mr.    Alli- 
son.    It  is  to  the  business  tact  and  ener- 
gy of  this    gentleman,    as  agent  of    the 
company,  that  I   must  in   all  justice  at- 
tribute   much    of    our    success  here  and 
elsewhere.     As    to    any    other  relations 
than  these  purely   business  ones  between 
Mr.  Allison    and  myself,  I   emphatically 
deny  the  base  insinuation  as  being  entire- 
ly and  absolutely  unworthy  of   credence. 
The  publication  of  tho  Bonsational  articles 
referred  to  is  to  me  and  to  ail  acquainted 
with  the  facts  of  the  case,  only  a  proof  of 
mischievous  and  angry  invention.

Tbe  iVIilwaukee  &  St.   Paul  Rcfonua- 
tloif!!»agc^«  Probable  Sncccsnor. 

A  Wiscorsin  gentleman  in  Washington, 
having  just  come  from  several  weeks' 
stay  in  New  York,  gives  some  interesting 
details  of  the  fight  that  is  going  on  be- 
tween Alex.  Mitchell  and  Russell  Sage,  to 
secure  the  displacement  of  the  latter  as 
the  Vice  President  of  the  Chicago,  Mil 
waukee  and  St.  Paul  Railroad.  He  says 
that  Mr.  Mitchell  has  now  completed  ar- 
rangements so  that  he  is  sure  of  oust- 
ing Sage,  and  thereby  giving  the  Mitchell 
party  full  control  of  the  road.  By  care- 
ful manipulation  a  large  majority  of  the 
stock  has  been  gathered  into  the 
hands  of  men  who  are  opposed  to  Sage, 
and  so  his  dismissal  is  only  a  question  of 
time.  Mr,  Mitchell  is  reported  as  saying 
that  he  has  already  selected  a  succes.sor 
to  Sage  -John  Austin  Stephens.  Mr. 
Stephens  is  a  gentleman  who  stands  high 
in  Wall  street,  and  he  is  considered  a 
very  able  financier.  He  was  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  New  York  Bank  of  Commerce, 
under  his  father,  who  was  then  presi- 
dent. This  bank  at  the  outset  of  the  re- 
bellion, raised  $50,000,000  for  the  aid  of 
the  union  armies.  The  raising  of  this 
money  was  really  the  work  of  the  vigor- 
ous and  then  enthusiastically  patriotic 
vice  president,  John  Austin  Stephens.

Among  the  leading  Wall  street  manipu- 
lators  there  is  one  whose  name  is  not  so 
frequently  before  the  public  asthatlof 
Jay  Gould  or  Daniel  Drew,  but  whose  in- 
fluence is,  on  that  account,  not  less  pow- 
erful, and  that  is  the  thin,  dry,  angular 
Russell  Sage.  Truly  speaking,  he  is  even 
a  stronger  man  than  Gould  or  Drew,  for 
he  has  neither  a  party  nor  even  friends, 
and  is  much  more  mistrusted  by  the  pub- 
lic at  large  than  cither  Gould  or  Drew. 
Consequently  the  business  success  he 
achieves  is  due  solely  to  the  efforts  of  his 
own  person;  and  a  very  characteristic 
person  is  Mr.  ^ age. 

He  has  been  occasionally  and  somewhat 
disrespectfully  described  as  "a  cadaverous 
reptile,  caught  at  the  head  of  the  Hudson 
river  navigation,"  meaning  at  Troy,where 
he  used  to  hold,  years  ago,  the  post  of 
alderman  or  something  of  that  sort.  How 
much  money  ho  made  there  no 
one  knows,  but  the  whole  of  Wall 
street      is    perfectly      aware     that     the 

present    moment    Russell     Sage   is   tho 

man  who  has  more    available  cash  than 

any  other  person   down  town.      His   for- 
tune is  estimated  at    five  or  six  millions ;

^  to  the  signature  of  the  great  manipulator,

A  person  very  different   in   his  habits 
from  both  Gould  and  Drew,  he  doo«  near- 
ly all  the  o*&ce  work  himself.     He  is   his 
(iwn    confidential  clerk,  bookkeeper  and 
cashier  ;  and  is  one  of  the    first  men   to 
appear  at  the  office  in  the  morning,  while 
Drew  and  Gould  carry  on  their    opera- 
tior.s  much  in  the*,  fashion  of  potentates, 
telegraphing  orders  to  their  cabinet  min- 
isters from  their  private  residences.     In 
the  appearance  of  Mr.  Sage  there  is  noth- 
ing that  would  give  the  slightest  indica- 
tion of  his  wealth.     Dan   Drew   wears  at 
least  a  gorgeous  seal-skin  coat  m   winter 
time ;  Jay  Gould  never  appears    without 
a  whole  staff  of  his  orderly  oflicers,  head- 
ed by  his  General  Aid-de-Camp,  Charley 
Osborne ;  while  Kussell  Sago  is  never    to 
be  seen  outside  of  the  office,  where  he  has 
not  even  a  private  room,  and  sits  by   the 
side  of  his  solitary  clerk.     He  has  even  no 
officeof  hisown,  for  the  room  he  occu- 
pies belongs  to   the  Milwaukee  and  St. 
Paul  Railroad  Company,  of  which   he  is 
Vice  President.     A  circular  lately  issued 
by  an  opponent  of  his,  Alexander  Mitch- 
ell, referred  to  this  fact  in   terms  of    re- 
proach, saying  that  it  was  not  proper  for 
an  official  to  use  the  office  of  his  company 
for  private   speculations,   and   especially 
for  speculating  in  the  stock    of  the    con- 
cern itbelf.     But    Russell   Sage  does  not 
seem  to  take  much  notice  of  the  complaint 
and  refers  to  a  kiud  of  statute  of  antiqui- 
ty, saying  that  he  has  dealt  in  stocks  for 
years  on  these   premises,    and    that    he 
means  to  continue  to  do  so. 

Another  branch  of  Mr.  Sage's  occupa- 
tion is  the  lending  of  money  at »  more  or 
less  comfortable  rate  of  interest,  amount- 
sometimes— as  was  the    case   during   the 
panic— to  onehalf  per  cent,  a  day.     The 
oldest  dealers  in  Wall  street    do    not  je- 
member  a  time  when    Russell  Sage  had 
not  loose  cash  to  lend,  when   applied   for 
with  good  securities  and  readiness  to  pay 
a  high  rate  of  interest.       But   he    never 
likes  to  lend  less  than  «100,000,  apparent- 
ly considering  it  beneath  his  dignity.    On 
the  other  hand,  in  calculating  interest  or 
in  settling  an  account  for  stock  privileges 
he  will   squeeze   every   cent  he   possibly 
can  out  of  his  customers. 

It  must  be  said,  however,  that  he  does 
not  makany  secret  of  his  views  on    busi- 
ness matters.     Hypocrisy   has  never   en- 
tered into  his    composition.       You  have 
only  to  look  at^him  to  see  "half  per  cent, 
a  day"  written  all  over  his  bony,   parch- 
ment-like       conntenance.         No      end 
of        people        are      just      as    greedy 
and       as      fond      of     making      money 
as  Russell  Sage  is;  but  they  try   to  con- 
ceal their  natural  proclivities  under  more 
or  less  soft  and  winning  manners.     Some 
of    them   patronize    churches    and   sub- 
scribe to   charities,   or    entertain  people 
and  exhibit  social    proclivities.     In   Rus- 
sell Sage  there  is  no  humbug  of  that  sort. 
He  has  never  been  known  to  subscribe  to- 
ward     anything,    to    have    "run"    any 
church,  or  to    'nave    exhibited    any   ten- 
dency tofrard    social   enjoyment,  except 
when  there  was  a  business  side    to  it,  and 
even  on  such  occasions  he  greatly  prefers 
being  a  guest  to  being  a  host.     There  is 
a  story  going  around  in  Wall  street  to  the 
effect      that      his    notions    of    domestic 
economy  go  so   far    that  a  big  hole  has 
been      trodden     in     the     carpet   of    his 
dining         room,        mu:h  to        the 

dread  of  his  visitors,  who  feel  con- 
stantly great  apprehension  of  be- 
coming entangled  in  it,  and  that  when 
one  of  his  friends  made,  thanks  to  that 
hole,  a  stumbling  and  rather  flat  entry 
into  the  apartment,  Mrs.  Sage  remarked 
that  sh^  had  frequently  called  her  hus- 
band's attention  to  ?he  necessity  of  a  re- 
BtorHi^e  i^ovk  W\H  undertaken,  but  was 


rebuked  with  the  argument  that  business 
was  dull  and  that  expenses  of  that  sort 
could  not  be  afforded  just  now. 

The  social  position  of  Russell  Sage  waa 
never  a  very  prominent   one,  but  of  late, 
and  especially    since  ho  has  had  to  part 
with  the  management  of  the  Pacific  Mail, 
it  has    still    more    declined.     The   Vice- 
Presidency    of    the    Milwaukee   and  St. 
Paul  R.  R.  Co.  is  at  the  present  moment 
the  only   public  post  hvj  occupies;   but 
even  that  chair    will    properly    soon   be 
given  up,  under  the  heavy  pressure  of  his 
former  friend  and  present  antagonist,  Al- 
•lander  Mitchell,  an    open    war    having 
broken  out  between  these  two  gentlemen. 
Mr.  Mitchell  accuses  Mr.  Sage  of  making 
the    board    of    the     unlucky       railway 
company  a  stock-gambling  engine  m  New 
York,  while  Mr.  Sage  accuses  Mr.  Mitch- 
ell of  trying    to    transform   the  railroad 
into  a  political  machine  in  Wisconsin,  un- 
der the  pretext  of  his  love  for  the  people 
of   the    Northwest.     The   knowing  ones 
seem  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  both  accu- 
sations are  correct.      Mr.   Russell    Sage 
makes  large  profits  out   of    all    sorts    of 
speculations  with  the  stock  and  money  of 
the      Milwaukee      &      St.    Paul      road, 
while     Mr.     Mitchell    takes    advantage 
of  his   connection  with  it  for  electioneer- 
ing purposes.     There  was  a  time  when 
t  hese  two  gentlemen  were    great  friends. 
They  constructed  a  very  unprofitable  air 
line  from  Milwaukee  to   Chicago,  sold  it 
to  the  St.    Paul   road,  and  realized  some- 
thing like    a     million    each.     But  this 
friendship  and  division  of  profits  are  now 
mere  matters  of  tempi  passaii,  and  the 
two    millionaires  have   apparently  made 
up  their  minds  to  fight    it    out  on  that 
line.     Mr.    Sage    does  not,   however,  on 
that  account  lose    his    natural    serenity. 
Nothing  in  the  way  of  controversies,  law- 
suits or  public  exposures  can  intimidate 
him.     He  knows    that  where  there  is  a 
will  to  get  out  of  them  there  is  a  way  to 
do  so.     But  his  nervous  system  does  not 
seem  to   stand    iiractical   jokes.    At  all 
events  the  Stock  Exchange  "boys"  threw 
him   the    other    day    into  perfect  moral 
distress. 

Until    very    lately,  Mr,  Sage  dealt  on 
the  Exchange  through   brokers,  some   of 
whom  ho  induced  to  do  his  business  for  a 
much  smaller  commission  than  is  allowed 
v-'-- .     '^-ve  of   these    brokers    having 
been    discovered   hi    doing  this,  was  ex- 
pelled from  the  exchange,  and    Mr.  Sage 
resolved  for  the  sake  of  economy,  to  be- 
come himself  a  member  of  the  Board.  He 
paid  some  $6,000  for  his  seat,  underwent 
some    difficulty  in    getting    elected,  but 
overcame  all  that,  and  has  now  the  privi- 
lege of  either  doing  business  himself  or  of 
paying  only  one  thirty-second    per   cent. 
comniis.sion,    instead   of    one-eighth    per 
cent,   to   his  brother    brokers,    through 
which  economy  he  realizes    an    immense 
saving  in  the  long  run. 

His    election  took    place  about  a  year 
ago,  but  he  never  appeared    on   Change 
until  last  Monday,  when  the  election  of  a 
new  President  took  place,  and  he  had  to 
give  his  vote.     The  Stock   Exchange,  as 
is  well  known,  preserves  the  laudable  cus- 
tom of    hazing   new    members,    and  Mr. 
Sago  had  to   pass  the  usual  ordeal.     The 
moment  he  appeared  in  the   hall  tbe  air 
.  ..h  cries  of  "Here's  Old  Hon- 
esty !"     "Lo«k  out  for  your  pocketbooks 
and  watches!"  "Knock  his  skull  in!"  and 
so  on.  His  hat  was  Linashed;  he  was  chased 
all  around  the  Exchange  room,  thrown 
against  the  bulletin  boards,  and  ill-used 
in  dift'erent  other  ways  and   manners,  un- 
til the  chairman  of  the  board,  Mr.  ^^  hee- 
lock,  came  to  his  rescue  a"d   carried  him 
away,  pale,  trembling,   and   considerably 
damaged  all  over.     The    next    day    Mr. 
Sage  was  quite  serene  agahi,  quietly  sell- 
ing his  "puts"  and  "calls,"  and   assuring 
everybody  that  he    understood   perfectly 
well  that  the  little  illuscge    he  was  ex- 
posed to  was  simply  a  joke  on  the  part  of 
"the  boys."
